Officers, statistics, both vital and sanitary, etc. Eeports of 
vital statistics, however, will appear only up to the 30th of Sep- 
tember, 1882. It has been found advisable to make the statis- 
tical year end upon that date. The present report will embrace 
only nine months of a statistical year.

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WORK OF THE OFFICBR OF THE BOARD. 

The work of the Officer may be grouped as follows: 

1. Collection of statistics. 

2. Dissemination ol statistics. 

3. Collation of information; the latter by compilation of 
statistics collected. 

COLLECTION OF STATISTICS. 

For the purpose of collecting statistics, certain blanks, circu^ 
lars, etc., were issued by the Board. 

In November, 1881, were issued the following: 

Circular A, to County Clerks. 

Circular B, to County Commissioners. 

Circular C, to physicians and accoucheurs. 

Circular D, to health officers. 

Circular E, to persons empowered to solemnize marriages. 

Circular F, to County Clerks. 

In December, 1881, were issued the following: 
Circulars G, H, I, J and K, to County Health Officers. 

In January and February the following were issued: 
Circulars L and M, to County Health Officers. 

In May, June and July certain instructions and inquiries 
were sent to Health Officers relative to the collection of statis- 
tics, touching registration, topography, vaccination, etc. 

Blanks were issued as follows : 

Form 1, to County Commissioners. 
Form 3, for returns of marriages to County Clerks. 
Form 5, for returns of births to Health Officer. 
Form 7, for returns of diseases to Health Officer. 
Form 9, for returns of deaths to Health Officer. 

There were also issued the following: 

Forms 2, 4, 6 and 8, for returns by County Health Officer to 
the Secretary of the State Board ; also, 
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Form 10, for returns by Clerk to County Health Officers. 

Forms 11, 12 and 13, for returns by Health Officers of cities 
:and towns to County Health Officer. 

Form 14, for use of physicians to make returns of vaccina- 
tion. Form 15, for returns of vaccination, was for the use of 
town and city Health Officers in reporting to County Health 
Officers. 

Each county, city and town board is required to provide a 
. record book similar in form to the blanks 2, 4, 6 and 8, for 
-counties, and 11, 12 and 13, for cities and towns; also the coun- 
ties, a record similar to blank 15. January 10, Circular L and 
Requisition A was issued. 

All County Health Officers, with exception of three, signed 
and returned Requisition A, thereby agreeing to the terms of 
the State Board as expressed in Circular L. The provision as 
to County Health Boards furnishing quarterly and monthly 
blanks during the first year was adopted in consequence of a 
belief that the funds appropriated for the State Board ($5,000) 
would not be sufficient to furnish these blanks, in addition to 
•other necessary expenses of the Board. It was, therefore, left 
to the option of the several county boards to enter the work or 

JlOt. 

With the assistance of the local boards, and by the exercise 
•of strict economy, we have been able to close the present year 
with a small balance in the treasury. 

But such economy and consequent possession of a balance on 
liand, has been at the cost of the legitimate work of the Board. 
Special investigations, reports of sanitary surveys of difterent 
portions of the State, and the collection of sanitary statistics in 
:general, must be more fully prosecuted during the coming year, 
all of which will require an outlay of money exceeding the 
amount left over added to the yearly appropriation. 

August 10, 1882, by circular, the Board suspended Forms 11, 
12 and 13 (monthly), and gave notice that Forms 2, 4, 6 and 8 
would be furnished the County Health Officers after the 30th 
of September, 1882. 

The Board has purchased blanks for quarterly returns for use 
of County Health Officers during the next fiscal year, and also 
.a certain amount of stationery, etc. 
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Returns of names and postoffice address of physicians and 
accoucheurs of Indiana, showing who have registered and wha- 
have made reports to Health Officers, will be found in Ex- 
hibit "B." 

DISSEMINATION OF INFORMATION. 

In January the Board issued a pamphlet containing a history 
of the organization of the State Board, a notice of the State 
Health Commission, a copy of the Act creating the Board, a 
nosological table, and the Rules and Regulations of the Board. 

The Secretary issued short reports for the first and second 
quarters of statistical work. 

COLLATION OF INFORMATION. 

This includes the work of the office in assorting, tabulating 
and preparing the collected material into properly arranged 
records, tables, etc., for the purpose of publication in reports of* 
the Board and of the Secretary.

Of the above expenditures of the Board the sum of $259.45 
ihas not yet been audited and paid by the Auditor of State. 

In addition to the above there is due the Secretary $100 
for salary of the month of October, and $83.33 for salary of 
Clerk for same time. 

There are also claims amounting to $176 awaiting the 
adjudication of the Board. After settling all claims, the bal- 
^auce remaining in the treasury will be about $408.61. 

Itemized vouchers for the amount paid out are on tile in the 
•office of the Auditor of State. 

The above balance of $408.61 is not more than sufficient to 
cover the expenses for work which the Board should have un- 
•dertaken in the way of investigations, procuring sanitary sur- 
veys of the State, etc. But the work being new, the Board 
could not with certainty ascertain what the work already com- 
menced and reported upon would cost, and knowing that the 
fund was, by the last section of the act, limited absolutely to 
five thousand dollars per annum, it did not feel safe in entering 
upon work the cost of which could not be foreseen.

IMMIGRANT INSPECTION SERVICE. 



. In May, the Secretary received the following letter from Dr^ 
Baker, Secretary of the Michigan State Board of Health : 

Lansing, Mich., May 3, 1882. 
jDr. Thad, M. Stevens, Secretary State Board of Health : 

Dear Doctor — In consultation with representatives of the- 
National Board of Health, it has been decided to call a meet- 
ing of representatives of State and Local Boards of Healthy 
and others interested in the establishment of an Immigrant 
Inspection Service for the purpose of restricting the introduc- 
tion of small-box by immigrants. The meeting will be at Port 
Huron, Michigan, on Thursday at 2 p. M., May 8, 1882; and 
you are cordially and earnestly invited to attend. It is ex- 
pected that the details will be perfected, and, as the service- 
will atfect all, it is highly desirable that you be present, as gen- 
eral co-operation is necessary for the most complete success of 
the service. An immediate reply desired.

In compliance with this request Dr. Partridge, at the instance- 
of the Secretary, represented the State Board at that meeting. 

In accordance with action taken by the representatives there 
assembled. Dr. John M. Ranch, M. D., Secretary of the Illinois 
State Board of Health, was authorized by the National Board 
of Health to appoint certain Inspectors of Immigrants to be re- 
tained at certain points in the Western States, the duties of 
whom should be to examine all immigrants arriving at their 
stations and to vaccinate all who were unprotected, and properly 
to attend to those who might be aifected with small-pox. 
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Within the limits of Indiana one Inspector was appointed, 
viz. Dr. E. R. Elder, of Indianapolis, stationed at that city. 

From report made by Dr. Ranch it is clear that the appoint- 
ment of these Inspectors was wise and beneficial, and the prac- 
tice should be continued. 

In the organization of the State and local Boards of Health, 
and in the prosecution of investigations, a large amount of cor- 
respondence has been conducted by the Secretary. 

Upon every doubtful question of the health law, the opinion 
of Attorney General Baldwin has been obtained and his in- 
structions followed. 

LOCAL BOARDS OF HEALTH. 

The act creating the Indiana State Board of Health is sim- 
ple in details and in general is efficient in providing means to 
secure the performance of what the act clearly indicates. 

Tlie following is the number of local boards organized in 
the State: County health boards, 92; city and town health 
. boards, 301 ; total, 393. 

Of city health boards, 49 were organized under city charters; 
the remainder are creations of the act, viz.: City Councils and 
Boards of Town Trustees acting as health boards. OK the 92 
county boards of health that fully organized by the election of 
a Health Officer, one (Porter) has nuide no report of any kind 
except of such election, the Health Officer of that Board hav- 
ing resigned a few weeks after his election and the Board not 
having appointed another. 

The health officers of three county boards, viz., Starke, Cass 
and Wells, have made no report of vital statistics; and, except 
to furnish the names and postoffice address ot physicians and 
accoucheurs as registered, no report whatever. Such names 
were furnished for Porter county by the Clerk of that county. 
In all matters of statistics, these four counties must be ex- 
cluded. Without boards of health or health officers in town- 
ships, we can not enforce the rule as to the issuing of " burial 
permits," and, without such, we can not hope to have full re- 
turns of deaths; neither can we enforce the rule relative to 
"** shipping permits," and, without these, we have-the risk of 
entries of disease being increased in number, and all eiiorts to 
2— Bd. H. Rt. 
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"stamp out'' contagious disease rendered useless. While the 
responsibility of the city Boards of Health may be greater, 
still the importance of township organizations thaft pay atten- 
tion to the sanitary condition of the country must not be over- 
looked. . Epidemics appear in farming districts that might be 
prevented by prompt action of a local board, or health officer; 
at least valuable supervision could be had of the several locali- 
ties, and reports made to the county Health Officer. Many 
sources of disease will remain undetected without an organized 
Township Health Board. 

One of the rules of the State Board is that immediate notice 
shall be given to the local health officer by a physician, or house- 
holder, when any person is known to be affected with any of 
the forms of disease classed as "Dangerous to public health." 
This is one of the niost important rules of the Board, and has, 
we think, been generally observed. 

The rule relative to vaccination has been enforced in the 
State in a manner satisfactory to the Health Officer. Some 
few persons, of foreign birth and education, object to vaccina- 
tion; but nearly all citizens, when the danger appears at hand, 
clamor for the preventive measure. Since Nov^ember, 1881, 
about eighty per cent, of the school population of the State 
has been vaccinated. We refer to the article upon "Epidemic, 
Endemic and Contagious Diseases,'' by ])r. Lomax, for a more 
detailed report relative to vaccination and sniall-pox. 

BUREAU OP VITAL AND SANITARY STATISTICS. 

The blanks and records call for the names of all parties de- 
ceased or married. Many Health Officers, at first, objected to 
making such returns of names to this office, but the importance 
of such returns can be shown by examples. From one county 
came returns of eight or nine illegitimate children, and upon 
inquiry, it was found that the word illegitimate upon the phy- 
sician's blank had not been erased, as it should have been. If 
the names had not been returned the error would have ri»- 
mained undetected, for the names of the father and mother 
being the same, first led to the inquiry. 

Again, in a suit against an insurance company, the name 
of the physician signed to the certificate to the policy could 
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not be found in the list of physicians as returned by the Health 
Officer of that county. This led to inquiry concerning the 
character of such certificate, whether a fraud had been com- 
naitted. 

The Commissioner of Pensions, Washington, D. C, wished 
information relative to the decease of a certain individual. 
The couijty Health Officer had neglected to return the name, 
and it required considerable time and trouble to obtain and 
communicate the desired information. 

Again, in an interview with an intelligent physician con- 
nected with one of the most important life insurance compa- 
nies, the inquiry was made, "why does the real loss in certain 
localities exceed the expectancy?" The expectancy was made 
out from a general table based upon English statistics, but the 
causes of death in different localities of the United States, or 
of the several States, change the rate of sickness and mortality, 
so that the expectancy suitable for the New England States 
would not answer for the West, nor would the expectancy be 
the same for the counties of this State. 

Vital statistics gathered from the difterent localities in Indi- 
ana must be the basis of the expectancy of life for such locali- 
ties. Such statistics will include not only the rate of mortality 
per population, the rate according to the total sickness and ac- 
cording to sex, occupation, social condition, etc., but also the 
nationality of the inhabitants will have to be known, as those 
of one nationality may be of longer longevity than those of an- 
other. The influence of heredity is also an important element 
and must be known and considered. 

Without an organization charged with the duty and having 
the power to collect such facts in the States, we are obliged to 
be guided by deductions based upon foreign statistics, and 
such, while they are useful to build up a system upon which to 
tase an average expectancy for the race in geneijal, are of little 
use to determine the true practical value of a rule controling 
expectancy in the several localities. 

In reports of Health Officers, among the reasons given for 
T)euetits arising from the collection of vital statistics, are : " That 
the attention of the people has been called to the proper modes 
of preventing disease;" that "the existence of contagious 
disease is shown, and means of avoiding the same indicated;" 
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that "physicians diagnose their cases better, and are more- 
careful;" that "it prevents secret marriages;" that "it aids i» 
preventing concealment of crime;" that "power is given to- 
some one to act in enforcing beneiicial rules and regulations,'^ 
etc. 

By vital and sanitary statistics properly collected and tabu- 
lated, we have the means — i 

First, Of ascertaining the sickness and mortality with ref- 
erence to their cause and prevalence in any locality, and of 
furnishing the proper authorities requisite knowledge, so that 
remedies for evils can be applied. 

Second. Of determining the condition of the people in their 
social relationship, and the influence that controls their grada- 
tions in society, their habits, practices, etc. 

Third, Of aiding by inquisitorial requirements in the detec- 
tion of crime. 

Fourth, Of affording a reliable record of certain eventa 
which are often essential to be proved in establishing the rights 
to or just distribution of property. 

The record of the sanitary condition of the inhabitants of 
the State, the registration of mortality and causes of death,, 
the record of marriages and births, diseases dangerous to pub- 
lic health, etc., pertain to the Bureau. It is necessary that- 
such registration, in all parts, should be complete and uniform 
in method, and faithfully adhered to in all its details. 

This branch of the work has been defined by a sanitarian of 
England, by saying: "Considered physically, the niain object 
of correct civil registration of births, deaths and marriages, is 
to aid in disclosing the cause of disease. Considered legally,, 
the object is' to provide means of tracing descent and preserv- 
ing personal identity; and considered politically, it is to assist 
the Government in arriving at correct conclusions in regard to 
measures of internal economy." 

The organization of the system of registration of vital statis- 
tics was among the first duties to which the State Board di- 
rected its Secretary to give attention. The methods agreed up- 
on were perfected and sample forms for returns, records, etc.,. 
were supplied as heretofore mentioned. We can not expect ta 
give in the report of Vital Statistics all the deductions of value= 
that can be drawn from the compiled record. 
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We shall present certain tables, with explanations, as a basis 
•of valuable deductions that will be more fully set forth from 
jrear to year. 

SANITARY INVESTIGATTONS. 

The official intercourse of the Secretary has started lines of 
sanitary inquiry which, after the first year (which has been one 
of organization), will be developed into practical sources of in- 
formation of great benefit to all. 

We have to thank the County Superintendents, School 
Boards and Township Trustees, for the prompt and efficient 
manner in which the r61es relative to the vaccination of school 
43hildren have been enforced. 

We find that the people are generally to be trusted to obey 
useful rules, while the Health Officers, with one or two excep- 
tions, have shown a zeal altogether unexpected. 

LEGISLATIVE RECOMMENDATION. 

For the present we do not recommend Legislative interfer- 
«ence with the act creating the State Board of Health, or with 
other health laws of the State, other than that township health 
boards and Health Officers shall be provided for. This recom- 
mendation is made for the reasons: 

First That the sanitary interests of such township demand 
the personal supervision of a board and of a Health Officer 
whose interests are in the locality where the sanitary need ex- 
ists, and. 

Second. Burial permits can then be demanded in the rural 
•districts, as they now are in cities, where the population is con- 
<;entrated. Without such permits, based upon physicians' cer- 
tificates of death, there will be no certainty that such certifi- 
-cates will be made out or returned. Statistics will be faulty, 
And the deductions from such will, to a certain extent, be er- 
roneous. 

We would also suggest that the County Clerks be not re- ^ 
quired to keep any record of marriages, as provided in Section 
11, but that they shall be required to have filled such blanks as 
the County Health Boards require, and return the same each 
month to the County Health Officer. Also, that in Section 9, 
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the violation of the Rules and Regulations of the State and 
Local Boards shall be made a civil and not a criminal oft'ense. 
The parties neglecting or refusing to obey such Rules and 
Regulations, to be fined in a sum not less than $5 nor more than 
$25. We would recommend that additional appropriation be 
made to enable the State Board to furnish all blanks for collec- 
tion of statistics. 

THE STATUS OF THE WORK OF THE STATE BOARD OF HEALTH. 

The following postal circular was issued May 16, 1882. Re- 
turns were received from a majority of County Health Officers, 
and the information obtained was tabulated and appears in the 
first quarterly report of the Secretary. Extracts from replies 
^ received are given :

About what proportion of your adult population 
has been vaccinated since November 29, 1881, the date of th& 
rule of the State Board? 

Third, About what proportion of your school children have- 
been vaccinated since the above date? 

Fourth, What has been the result of such vaccination, made 
in consequence ot the rules of the State Board, in preventing- 
the introduction or spread of small-pox in your locality? 

Fifth, What has been the general result of the work as in- 
augurated by the State Board or the State Health Officer; ben- 
eficial or otherwise? Give reasons. 

Sixth. As the law and rules of the State Board of Health 
become better understood, do not the people and the medical 
profession more fully appreciate the importance of the work? 

Please reply at once.

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Extracts from replies to the questions in said circular letter 
are given below : , 



First, In this city the collection of death and contagious 
disease statistics has been in practice for some years. Regard- 
ing collection of birth statistics, I am pleased to say that the 
law is cheerfully complied with, and physicians and people are 
well pleased with it, and recognize it as a valuable and 
reasonable law. 

JFifth. My opinion is, that the work of the State Board of 
Health has been fully as satisfactory as Xhe work of any new 
bureau could have been. The eflbrts in restricting small-pox 
alone have been of incalculable value to our people. A feeling 
of confidence has been implanted in the minds of the people, 
and they confidently and intelligently appreciate the dangers 
of preventable diseases, and cheerfully co-operate in maintain- 
ing good hygienic surroundings, without which good health 
can not be enjoyed. 

Sixth. Heretofore, with the exception of a few corporate 
and municipal laws, no code of health laws or rules has existed. 
The public and many of the medical fraternity are lamentably 
ignorant and careless in regard to sanitation. And just in 
proportion as the laws of the State Board of Health are studied 
and comprehended, they will be appreciated and cheerfully 
obeyed. Those laws are right, founded On the accumulated 
vs^isdom of sanitary observation; and as right and truth pro- 
g^ressively prevail, with a higher order of intelligence, so will 
the laws and regulations of the Board of Health become ap- 
preciated, and the wisdom which prompted their promulgation 
will be recognized as they are more completely comprehended.

In reply to your inquiry, I will state that the work of col- 
lecting vital and sanitary statistics in Floyd county has been as 
successful as could be expected, in the beginning. Our physi- 
cians, as a rule, are co-operating with a good deal of zeal, and 
the people, especially the more intelligent classes, are begin- 
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ning to realize and appreciate the importance of the Health 
laws. As regards vaccination, I approximate the fact by stat- 
ing that since November 29 about one-fourth of our school 
children have been vaccinated, and a large number of adults^ 
also, and the result is that no case of small-pox has occurred in 
this county, although it prevailed in Louisville, only across the 
river from us.

We present the following from the town of Bristol, Elkhart 
county, to show the correct appreciation of proper sanitary 
measures at a period before any action was taken by the State 
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Board to have organized action against contagious diseases. 
The people are always ready, when danger threatens, to act to 
the best of their knowledge and ability to ward off disaster: 

Bristol, Ind., December 14, 1881. 
Mr, Thad, M, StevenSy Indianapolis^ Ind,: 

Dear Sir — Your telegram of yesterday was shown to me, 
And I am very glad to receive some instructions by which we 
can be governed. The Board of Trustees of this town have 
adopted some rules and regulations to govern infected persons, 
and we are now liable to have an action in court commenced 
against us on account of quarantining a physician, who did not 
use any care to prevent the spread of small-pox, by a change of 
garments after attending a case of same, and who undoubtedly 
gave the disease to a family in the country. We have endeav- 
ored to check the disease within corporation limits as well as 
we could, and we have adopted such ordinances as we, in our 
judgment, thought for the public good, and would like to have 
the State Board of Health sanction our movements as far as it 
could, taking into consideration that we were without any 
rules or regulations to govern us; and, having the contagion 
pretty badly, were obliged to act promptly and upon our own 
judgment. 

1 herein inclose you the ordinance adopted for the contagious 
disease being controlled.

REPORT OF SMALL-POX EPIDEMIC IN SOUTH BEND, INDIANA. 

The first cases were reported October 16, 1881, and the last 
case died about December 20, 1881. There were in all fifteen 
cases: Modified by vaccination (varioloid), 8; non-vaccinated 
(unmodified small-pox), 7. Of the 8 vaccinated, all recovered. 
Of non-vaccinated, 5 died and 2 recovered. Besides the 8 
oases reported above as varioloid, there were 5 cases, con- 
cerning which physicians were in doubt as to whether or not 
they were mild cases of varioloid. Small-pox fipst appeared in 
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South Bend in a German family which had, within a week pre- 
vious, moved there from Laporte. The disease appeared in 
Laporte about the last of September, and I am not aware that 
it had appeared in any other part of the State previous to that 
time. The first case was that of a Swedish girl, who had been 
nine months in America, and six months in Laporte. The 
source from which she became infected could not be deter- 
mined, as she had not been out of the city, or visited by 
strangers for six months.

The source of 
first case. originating in this county was rags, at a paper mill 
located on Tippecanoe river near Monticello. 

Vaccination and isolation were the means used to prevent 
the spread of the disease, and when the first was general and 
the li^tter perfect there was no small-pox, except in one family. 
A young lady who had been vaccinated and yet had vaccinia, 
was seized with small-pox and had it in a most virulent form. 
She recovered. 

None died who had been vaccinated, although some died who 
did not appear to have the small-pox as virulently as the young 
lady referred to.

Dear Sir — Yours, relating to a more extended small-pox re- 
port, received. The origin of the small-pox cases reported 
from the city of Elkhart, was the paper mills in the first in- 
stance, and other cases were the result of exposure to the 
first. The other two cases both originated in Chicago. These 
two were in the country, completely isolated. All wete vaccin- 
ated either beibre or at the time of the disease, and as there 
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was only one case in each faniily the effects of vaccination can 
well be understood. Many persons were exposed to the small- 
pox cases in Elkhart before the character of the disease was 
fully made out; but vaccination was so much in vogue at the 
time, that only the cases reported was the result. In all cases 
8mall-pox cards were put up, complete isolation established, all 
clothing was either burned or else thoroughly disinfected with 
carbolic acid, 'etc. No person was allowed to go on the street 
or to any public place for some time after complete recovery 
was made. 

The epidemic to which you refer and the one of which Mr. 
Romaine has knowledge, happened, we think, before the insti- 
tution of the reporting system was established. However, we 
have written to ascertain and can report to you soon.

The following is a report of the small-pox epidemic which 
occurred at the towns of Rosedale and Nyesville, in the county 
of Parke, during the months of March, April, May, and June 
last: 

The first case that occurred was that of John Lytton, who 
was taken sick at Rosedale, March 27, 1882. He, doubtless, 
contracted the disease from a man in the cars, going from 
Rosedale to Terre Haute. In due course of time, after his re- 
turn to Rosedale, he was taken sick with the malady, and called 
on Dr. Hensely of that place, at the same time concealing the 
fact of his having been exposed to the contagion. The doctor, 
a gentleman having no previous experience with the disease, 
diagnosed it hices. The case went on, and others contracted it 
from him, when another physician of the place was called in, 
who pronounced it a very malignant and contagious type of 
"chicken-pox." Others continued to take it, however, until 
the last doctor called, as above stated, found it to be small- 
pox, and telegraphed me. I immediately went to the town, 
and found twelve cases; and, also, that a majority of the citi- 
zens had innocently and ignoraatly exposed themselves to the 
contagion. There was a disposition among the people to resist 
all authority, owing to the panic among them. They paid no 
attention to any one until I arrived, and in the name and 
authority of the Health Department of the State, established a 
quarantine. As soon as the people became aware that I wa^ 
a regularly appointed Health Officer, and that the Health 
Board was organized for their protection, they yielded a re- 
spectful obedience to ray quarantine order, and not one person 
took the disease after the quarantine loas laid, except those who 
had already been exposed. 

But for the Health Board, no such restrictions could have been 
enforced as were instituted and enforced, to prevent the spread 
of the contagion. 

There were at Rosedale, which is a village of about three 
hundred inhabitants, forty-four cases of small-pox. Of this-' 
number, seven died. There was no case died that had been 
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vaccinated. The duration of the disease, in those cases where 
vaccination had been resorted to was short, averaging only five 
to ten days, while those cases that had not been vaccinated, were 
sd\ of a violent tj'pe, and those among the unvaccinated that rc- 
<K)vered, did so only after a long and indescribably severe sick- 
ness, and were greatly disfigured. Vaccination appeared to be 
all that is claimed for it in this epidemic. Cases that had been 
'vaccinated during infancy, and that were from forty to fifty 
yesbvs of age when they took the disease, received as much 
benefit as those that had been recently vaccinated. And in six 
cases that had already been exposed to the contagion of small- 
pox and were awaiting the culmination of the poison in the act- 
xial disease, we tried vaccination, and the vaccine virus and the 
emall-pox poison took effect about the same time, and five of the 
cases i>i*oved to be only varioloid. We also vaccinated one case 
after the chill initiatory of the disease, and the case was made 
one of varioloid only. Most of the cases that had been suc- 
cessfully vaccinated remained up during the attack of the 
disease upon them. 

At Nyesville, located on the Tcrre Haute & Logansport 
Kailroad, fourteen miles north of Kosedale, we had eight cases. 
The first one contracted the disease at Rosedale and carried it 
to IN^yesville. He recovered after a severe attack, never having 
l>een vaccinated. We quarantined him as well as his family, 
and vaccinated all who were in contact with him. The virus 
*nook" on all oH them, except one child. It, however, took 
the disease. Of these eight cases, one died. It took the dis- 
ease before being vaccinated. 

From the above epidemics it is evident that but for the health 
regulations under the new law, the death rate would have been 
largely in excess of what it was. The damage to business 
would have been immensely greater, and the cost to the county 
at least two or three thousand dollars more than it was. 

I believe that at least one-half of what is annually appropri- 
ated (five thousand dollars) for the prosecution of the health 
"business of the State, was saved to Parke county alone by the 
law in those two epidemics, to say nothing of the saving of life 
and to business interests. 

We do not now fear an epidemic, and why? Because pretty 
much everybody is vaccinated. I believe vaccination was 
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fought as hard by the people of Parke county as any canntjr 
in the State, prior to this epidemic of sraall-pox. In several 
school districts the citizens held indignation meetings, and no- 
titled me that they would fight rather than obey the order of 
the Health Board, and especially were they opposed to it at. 
Rosedale. But now they all agree that it is the thing that 
ought to be enforced above all others. The people of the- 
county without, so far as I can learn, a single exception, ara 
enthusiastic in support of the Board of Health, whereas, prior 
to the epidemic, they thought it a great imposition.

The first fiscal year has been one of trial to the Board, and 
particularly to the Secretary. The work has been new and 
the financial means at the disposal of the Board were lim- 
ited. 

The collection of vital statistics, the basis of all health work,. 
engaged most of both the time and means at our disposal. The 
epidemic of small-pox that threatened to sweep over the State, 
taxed the energy and pluck of the Board in providing proper 
means to prevent its spread. In both these branches of work 
we have been as successful as could have been expected, and 
far more so than we anticipated. Both the work for the col- 
lection of vital statistics, and that inaugurated to prevent the 
spread of small-pox and other contagious diseases, will be con- 
tinued during the coming year, but the Board especially desires, 
that statistics upon various sanitary subjects shall be collected 
in addition, so that from such tabulated facts, information may 
be disseminated to the people of the State. The members of 
the medical profession receive benefits along with the rest of 
the citizens, and by way of the better education that the health 
work incidentally calls for, derive enough compensation for any 
labor, either of collecting or of reporting statistics. And so^ 
also, of those who solemnize marriages. 

It is the great wish of the Board to place important sugges- 
tions and recommendations before the people, so that indi- 
vidual hygiene shall be intelligently practiced by all, and a. 
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proper and willing support given to the means shown to be 
needed to enforce proper rules for public hygiene. 

We point to our report, statistical and otherwise, as an earn- 
est of what we shall be able to do, provided the hearty support 
of the citizens is given. 

MEETING OP SANITARY ORGANIZATIONS. 

October 18, 19, 20, and 21, 1882, the American Public Health 
Association held its annual meeting at Indianapolis. The 
meeting was in pursuance of adjournment of the last annual 
meeting at Savafinah, Ga., and by special invitation of the Gov- 
ernor of Indiana, the Mayor of Indianapolis, and the State 
Board of Health. Many of the most eminent sanitarians of 
the United States were present, and it was one of the most in- 
teresting and instructive meetings of the Association. By its 
presence the Health work in the State has been materially as- 
sisted and strengthened.

The next meeting of the Association will be held in the city 
of Detroit, Mich., October 18, 1883. 

A special meeting of the Sanitary Council of the Mississippi 
Valley was held at Indianapolis, October 19, 1882. President 
Gustavus Devon, M. D.; Vice President, D. B. Heliis, M. D. ; 
Secretary, John H. Ranch, M. D., Chicago, III. 

Your secretary has suggested the propriety of holding Sanit- 
ary Conventions in each Congressional district of Indiana, 
similar in kind and purpose to those held in Michigan, the pro- 
ceedings of which have been given in the report of the Michigan 
Board of Health for 1881. By such association the local sanit- 
ary interests can be more fully understood and better provision

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KEPORT ON EPIDEMIC, ENDEMIC, AND CONTAG^ 
lOUS DISEASES IN INDIANA FOR 1882. 



By WM, LOMAX, M. D, 



The extensive range included in the above collective title 
having been assigned me by the Secretary of the Board, as a 
field of investigation, 1 beg leave to ofler the following as the 
.best, contribution my limited opportunities have enabled me to 
make to this work. 

Deeming a practical resume of the diseases as they have pre- 
vailed in the State, to be as appropriate and profitable labor as 
I could bestow upon the department allotted me, I applied to 
our obliging Secretary, for such facts in his possession as would 
furnish suitable material, to be incorporated into the report I 
was expected to prepare. Accordingly, he kindly furnished 
me the data from which the report is chiefly made up. That 
part of the subject pertaining to endemic diseases has been 
entirely omitted in the paper. . No information from the central 
oflSce upon this subject was furnished; and, within the limits 
of my own personal observation, this class of diseases has been 
entirely unknown during the past season. The general drain- 
age of marsh and wet lands for agricultural purposes, has done 
much to extinguish malarial diseases from the country, where, 
some years ago, they were so rife as to require the inhabitants 
in many localities to provide supplies of quinine as a necessary 
p^rt of their regular subsistence. It is to be hoped that here- 
after, and not in the very distant future, the united enterprises, 
agriculture and hygiene, may contribute not only to the material 
wealth of the country, but to the improved health of the peo- 
ple, so that widespread malarial epidemics will only be known 
as matters of history. 

The only mention made of the prevalence of epidemics in 
my informatioYi from the Health Oflice, excepting the small- 
pox, was that of diphtheria in the counties of Boone and 
Washington. But the extent of its prevalence or the degree- 
of violence it assumed was not ascertained. 
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As to contagious diseases "dangerous to the public health,-* 
^we can only infer vaguely as to tha extent to which they may 
have prevailed, from the tabulated death report furnished by 
the Secretary of the Board, which is here given.

The number of deaths from small-pox given in the first two 
quarterly reports was 77; but since that date there occurred ten 
deaths in Delaware county from this disease, which have been 
included in the above table. 

As shown by the table, deaths occurred in twenty counties 
of the State from smallpox, and so extensively was it distributed, 
not only in our own State, but over the world, as to show agen- 
•eral epidemic influence, and tendency to the di re pestilence every- 
where. And infinitely beyond the devastations of , the dreaded 
iscourge, was an epidemic alarm and terror of the disease in the 
minds of the people, creating such urgent demand for protection, 
^8 pressed the resources of vaccine farms beyond any emergency 
ever before known, since the discovery of the protective pow- 
ers of vaccination. In a majority of the localities where the 
-disease broke out it was introduced by immigrants coming into, 
or passing through the State, sowing the infection on their way. 

In a few instances it was traced to paper mills where infected 
clothing, or rags, communicated the disease to the unsuspecting 
operatives. 

To check its spread and protect the community against its 
ravages, a general vaccination order was issued by the Board, 
applicable to all persons not having evidence of protective vac- 
<5ination at the time. This was promulgated in circular "D" 
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in mandatory terms. Afterward, fearing that in exceptional 
cases the rigorous enforcement of tlie order might work a 
hardship, and, desiring to have all prophylactic measures as 
acceptable as possible to the people for whose benefit they were 
devised, the modifying tone of circular "J" was issued, in 
which officers were reminded and advised that admonition 
should precede punishment, for neglect or failure to comply 
with the rule, exercising the compulsory power with which 
the law invested the Board, with prudence and discretion. 
The universal alarm which held the minds of the people in. 
horror of the disease everywhere, was most auspicious to the 
execution of any measure calculated to prevent its spread. The 
Board very wisely avoided all rash and arbitrary measures, 
which might have provoked determined opposition to their 
work; and through mild, conciliatory manipulation of authority 
by our Secretary, supported by members of the Board, and the 
efficient co-operation of the Health Officers of the difterent 
counties of the State, with a single exception, the work has 
progressed in a very satisfactory manner, securing a fair pro- 
portion of adult vaccinations, and about 80 per cent, of the 
school children of the State. 

At the meeting of the Board, on the 17th of October, 1882, 
the requirements of Circular ''D," and also Rule 33, of ^' Rules 
and Regulations of the State Board of Health," were so modi- 
fied as to enforce vaccination, only uj^on the condition, that 
reliable virus should be conveniently obtainable, and that in- 
formation as to where it might be obtained should be officially'' 
given by the Health Officer of the locality. In cases of emer- 
gency, the humanized virus, with prescribed conditions of pu- 
rity and safety, may be employed when the bovine can not be 
obtained. As a safeguard to the genuineness of the bovine vi- 
rus, it is required that such virus obtained by physicians must 
be in original packages, of one point or more, each package to 
be so labeled, as to designate the farm where it was produced ^ 
and the date such virus was taken from the animal. These 
modifications were believed by the Board to be as well adapted 
to insure the public against the pestilence of small-pox, on the 
one hand, and provide against the injurious consequences of 
impure or unreliable virus on the other, as could be done. It 
also furnishes an increased inducement to proprietors of vac- 
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-cine-producing farms to take proper care in maturing, collect- 
ing, and preserving the virus for public use, making genuine- 
ness and reliability of product, the conditions of success and 
profit in the business. It is the purpose of the State Board to 
hold all proprietors of such farms to a strict account for any 
bad results from the use of the virus they may furnish, should 
it be found that due precautions were not observed to insure a 
faultless material. 

The rule of the State Board, enforced by local Health Offi- 
cers, requiring complete isolation of all those who have been 
exposed to the contagion, as well as all actually affected with 
the disease, in connection with vaccination, has been the means 
of arresting the spread of small-pox in a reasonable length of 
time, and, in many counties, confining it to the families in 
which the first cases occurred. The disease in Delaware county 
assumed a most yirulent form, proving fatal in 10 cases of the 
11 attacked. The physician who attended and treated the dis- 
ease, I am told, did not recognize it as small-pox at first, and 
to the present time entertains doubts as to the real nature of 
the disease. 

Reports from some of the counties show undue irritation 
following vaccination, in many cases resulting in erysipelas, 
abscess, indolent ulcers, eczema, etc. Such results obtained not 
only in this State, but to a greater or less extent, throughout 
the entire country. While we may not be able to explain 
certainly the cause of these unpleasant effects, we think they 
may to some extent be accounted for upon the following con- 
siderations : 

First. That, as is generally known, when an epidemic tend- 
ency to small-pox prevails there is increased susceptibility to 
cutaneous irritation, in which condition vaccination, or any 
other form of cutaneous irritation, is liable to increase in the 
violence of its effects. 

Second. Bovine virus, even when perfectly pure and of the 
best quality, is more active than the humanized. 

Third. A portion of such bad results can, we think, be 
clearly traced to the use of impure virus. Whether such im- 
purity consists of foreign materials mingled with the virus, 
or in certain changes in the virus itself after being collected, or 
of both, is unknown. We would expect less risk to be incurred 
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in the use of quills, or points, than in crusts. Yet there can be no 
doubt that in the pressing demand for virus during the small- 
pox panic of the last winter, many points were sold that were 
not properly or fully charged. And it is with a view of detect- 
ing the sources, and preventing the recurrence of such unsatis- 
factory results in the future, that the Board modified the rule 
as above stated. 

As regards other forms of contagious diseases included in the 
appellation of "diseases dangerous to the public health," we 
find by reference to the foregoing table of quarterly reports of 
the county Health Oflicers, that typhoid fever leads the entire 
catalogue in the number of deaths, as well as extent of territory 
from which the reports were obtained. 

There were 71 counties reporting 277 deaths from this disease. 
This report, we think, may possibly embrace cases of malarial 
and synochus fevers, which are of very doubtful contagious 
etiology. The term typhoid fever, itself of very ambiguous sig- 
nification, has been so generally adopted by medical men (often 
more as a ready relief from the bore of gossip interviewers than 
as distinctive of correct pathology), as to be liable to a great 
diversity of application, and corresponding uncertainty of 
essential morbid conditions it may be employed to represent. 
While some, and perhaps almost all reputable systematic au- 
thors, regard it as an essentially contagious fever, never de- 
veloping spontaneously, or without speeilic germs or virus, and . 
always characterized by a uniform' catenation of special symp- 
toms, such as typhoid roseola upon the abdomen, gurgling 
under pressure upon the caput coli ; purging of dark, watery, 
broken-down and oifensive stools, depressed nervous energies 
and a general hebetude of body and mind; the disease being 
communicable to persons exposed to emanations from the body 
or excreta of the patient; probably a majority of those report- 
ing their practice, would unhesitatingly register any persistent, 
low grade of fever, not arrested by the free use ©f quinine for 
a week, as typhoid, whether there was previous exposure to the 
disease or not, irrespective of roseola, gurgling under pressure 
upon the right iliac, diarrhoea, or any Other of the reputed 
pathognomics of the disease. With others, typho-malarial is a 
convenient, labor-saving terminology with which they are fully 
satisfied. During the past summer and fall, many cases of fever 
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assumed a low synochiis grade and form, persisting for weeks 
without the intestinal disturbance characteristic of the typhoid 
fever of systematic and classical writers, without any known 
previous exposure to the disease, incorrigible to the most heroic 
quinine therapeutics, continuing from four to eight weeks be- 
fore permanent apyrexia was established. Although not 
promptly amenable to remedies, these fevers usually termi- 
nated favorably if not excessively treated. Although almost 
DO precautions were taken to prevent its being Spread, or com- 
municated to others, who exposed themselves without the least 
fear or apprehension of taking the disease, yet none were 
knowii to, have contracted it from the sick. By some prac- 
titioners such cases would be set down as low grade of malarial 
fever; by others, as typho-malarial; and by others, still as real 
typhoid fever. This diversity of views as to the nature of such 
diseases among the practitioners whose reports make up the 
number of deaths from typhoid fever, will necessarily impair 
the scientific value of the consolidated report. , Diseases radi- 
cally different, both in etiology and pathology, are thus promis- 
cuously thrown together, without the means of discriminating 
one from another. 

Next in order as to total mortality and extent of territory 
from which reports were received, as shown by the table, is 
cerebro-spinal meningitis. The number of deaths is 101. These . 
occurred in 52 counties, showing a pretty extensive diffusion of 
the disease throughout the State. There are probably few, if 
any, epidemic or sporadic diseases, which yield a larger per 
rentage of mortality than this truly formidable malady. 

If the disease prevailed in 52 counties to any considerable 
extent, the number of deaths reported could not have been a 
large ratio of mortality. It may be possible however, that a 
portion of the deaths returned as from cerebro-spinal menin- 
gitis, were really cases in which decidedly strongly expressed 
nervous symptoms supervened in malarial and other diseases, 
before the fatal terminations, and were erroneously entered 
upon the mortuary list. 

The next disease of this class in extent of diffusion, as well 
as numerical mortality, as shown by the table, is diphtheria. 
From 41 counties 99 deaths are reported. 

This disease is usually so distinctly marked as to give but 
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little room for error of diagnosis. The total number of cases 
of the disease which occurred was not given in the report fur- 
nished from the Health Office. But the mild form the disease 
has assumed, since its first appearance as an epidemic in this 
country, would justify the inference that but few counties in 
the State has escaped its visitation. 

During this time two cases of the disease have been treated 
by the writer, one of which was of a grave character, involving 
the larynx and trachea. Both, however, recovered. 

The first epidemic of the disease that invaded this country 
was witnessed by the writer. Five sporadic cases had occurred 
in his practice previously, four of which proved fatal. His 
success during the greater period of the epidemic was about as 
in the sporadic cases. Unfortunate as it was, it was probably 
equal in success to that of physicians generally of that day* 
The disease appeared in a large proportion of the families, and 
in a considerable number; all the children died from its eflfects. 
After a most gloomy durance, in which funerals, waited upon 
the wild carousal of death, mercilessly dealt upon the children, 
it gradually abated in violenceinto a milder form. A moderate 
inflammation and swelling of the tonsils, with a whitish exu- 
dation in the lacunae, and, at times slight flakes upon the sur- 
face, was a fair map of the disease, which generally yielded to- 
simple remedies in a few days and disappeared. The term 
diphtheria has been retained to express this milder condition, 
and has the endorsement of almost universal professional and 
popular approval at the present day. 

. The next disease in the order of this category, we notice is- 
scarlet fever, giving reports of 55 deaths from 23 counties* 
We have no positive data from which to determine the extent 
of its prevalence. As the disease in its epidemic form is usually 
attended with a large per centage of deaths, we may reasona- 
bly infer that it has not been very violent in the localities 
where it has prevailed. 

Not far behind scarlatina in the total of deaths, as given 
in the table, we find whooping cough. The number of deaths- 
reported is 43, and from 13 counties, making about 3.30 deaths- 
to the county, while the report of scarlatina gives only about 
2.13. The particular counties from which the reports were ob- 
tained are not given, which leaves room for considerable dis- 
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crepancy of comparison. But were they equal in population, 
and proportionate in the number aftected by both diseases, 
the mortality of whooping cough would be greater than that 
of scarlet fever. In popular estimation, this disease is often 
regarded as a comparatively trifling malady, requiring no other 
precautions than to avoid it in the fall and winter, and invite 
it in the spring and p.ummer. So that the term of coughing 
may not be protracted by the vicissitudes and inclemency of 
the weather. The table shows, however, that it is by no means 
a harmless disease, and that the same precautions should be 
used to prevent its spread as for other diseases " dangerous to 
the public health." 

The last in the list of this class of diseases is measles, giving 
15 deaths from 12 counties, a very limited area of prevalence, 
as well as a small bill of mortalit3% 

The practical value of these reports, as well as all other re- 
ports of disease, depends largely upon the accuracy of diag- 
nosis. Almost all forms of disease have a well-defined natural 
history in the consecutive stages of incipiency, development, 
maturity and termination of their course. An acquaintance 
with the distinguishing features iand habits which mark these 
difterent forms, can alone enable the physician to distribute 
them to their appropriate places in nosological tables. And we 
heartily approve and highly commend, the eftbrts of our Secre-- 
tary to secure the results of correct diagnosis, by forming a 
convenient nosological arrangement, in which the several forms 
of disease may be readily tabulated under their appropriate 
headings. 

Perfection, or even an approach to it, in the broad and com- 
plicated tield opened up to the medical profession by the law 
of the last Legislature, is not to be expected at once. It can 
only be reached by long, persevering and systematic labor and 
study. Its accomplishment is to be facilitated by a thorough 
organization of the profession, composed of every individual 
who practices medicine, of whatever name or sect, into one 
great working body of operatives and observers, whose indi- 
vidual labors are to be collected into one accumulated mass of 
statistics, for the beiielit of the whole. This opens up a new 
era in the profession. It is one emphatically of progress and 
improvement. A new class of duties has been imposed upon 
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its members ; or; rather, duties inherent to the profession have 
been enforced by legal penalties. Their performance will cul- 
tivate habits of more accurate observation of the various forms, 
and changing conditions of disease, under treatment. It will 
work a general improvement in the character of reports for re-, 
liability, and elevate in a marked degree the zero of qualifica- 
tion in the medical profession* Avocation will become a train- 
ing school, and the required reports a permanent record, of 
whatever of value may have been learned. 

As we become trained in the rudiments of health work, we 
will naturally ascend into higher spheres of labor. Limited as 
is the field of labor at present occupied, it is probably as broad 
and ample as can be profitably cultivated. To report the num- 
ber of births and deaths, with such facts connected with them 
as the forms require, though but a small work, is yet as large 
as can generally be exacted. The real advantages so far real- 
ized, outside of these statistics, are confined to the training, 
forced upon the practioner in making the limited reports re- 
quired. When the profession and public become so trained 
as to accept this much as an inevitable regulation, it might be 
safe to advance a little further after instructive facts, and en- 
large the forms, so as to take in the number and nature of par- 
ticular cases treated. A brief statement of the general plan 
•of treatment used, duration and result of each case. When 
this plane, in the progress of improvement, shall have been 
reached, the more feeble ones will begin to drop over, while 
the "fittest" will survive. Statistics will then give such relia- 
ble facts as will make them of value in rational medicine. By 
judicious and careful advances, an elevated, popular judgment 
may be produced, that will approve and accept all reasonable 
measures, that the improved science of our profession may de- 
vise, for the safety and improvement of the public health. 
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SANITARY CONDITION AND SURROUNDINGS OF 
VIGO COUNTY, IND.

Secretary of the Indiana State Board of Health: 

' Dear Sir: — In compliance with your request, I submit the 
following facts regarding the sanitary conditions and surround- 
ings of Vigo county, Ind.: 

Vigo county is situated in the central western part of the 
State. It contains about 400 square miles of slightly undu- 
lating prairie and timber land. The Wabash river flows south- 
westerly through the northwestern part of the county, so that 
about one-tifth of the county lies on the west of the river. The 
rocks underlying the county belong to the carboniferous age, 
and have a gentle slope toward the southwest. The rocks of 
this series that crop out in Vigo county are sandstone, shale 
and coal. These rocks are covered with quaternary deposits to 
a depth of from 25 to 100 feet. At some time a powerful river 
dug out a channel through the quaternary deposits, and the un- 
derlying rocks, to a depth of from 150 to 200 feet, and from 4 
to 6 miles wide. This old channel has been filled up from 100 
to 150 feet with sand and gravel, arranged with all the irregu- 
larity one would expect from the changing currents of a pow- 
erful river. About one-fourth the area of the county is in this 
old channel, and has a sub-soil of sand and gravel, from 100 to 
150 feet in thickness. The other three-fourths may be called 
highlands, and has a sub-soil of clay, hard-pan and sand, from 
60 to 100 feet in thickness. In the northern part of the county, 
along the eastern margin of the ancient channel, there are nu- 
merous sand-dunes, blown up by the westerly winds that swept 
over the old river as they do now across its former channel. 

The Wabash river occupies the lower portion of the old chan- 
nel with its bed about 100 feet above the bed of the former 
river. The first terrace, or bottom lands of the river, rise 
from 10 to 15 feet above the ordinary level of the river, and 
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are overflowed . at every considerable rise. On these bot- 
toms are found numerous clay beds, doubtless formed by the 
present river, and these are the only clay beds found in the old 
channel. Then there is a second bottom or terrace, which is 
covered with water only by an exceptional flood. Then a third 
terrace which is beyond the reach of the highest flood; then 
come the banks of the old channel. These terraces are not 
very regular, yet they are quite plainly marked in many places. 
Great ridges occur on them which, on examination, prove to 
be sand bars formed by the ancient river. 

The Wabash river and its tributaries. Otto creek. Lost creek, 
Honey creek, Prairie creek, Busseron creek, Thurman's creek, 
Sugar creek. Clear creek. Coal creek, Salt creek, and others, 
drains the greater part of the county. About 25 sections are 
drained by Splunge creek and its tributaries into the Eel river. 
In the early history of the county, the overflow of the river, the 
uncleared land, the choked streams, and the nearly level surface 
resulted in many bayous, ponds, swamps and marshes, which 
as the water slowly penetrated the soil or was evaporated, 
furnished conditions for the development of so much malarial 
poison that malarial fever was the prevailing disease, and the 
Wabash valley was known as the "ague belt." But as the 
forests have been cleared away, the obstructions removed from 
the streams, ditches dug and dykes built, the conditions for 
the development of the malarial poison have so diminished, 
that malarial diseases are now by no means common, and those 
that do occur are of a milder type than those of ancient days. 
The county, judging from its annual death rate, is healthy 
when compared with others. The well and spring water of 
the county is generally good ; it has improved as the surface 
drainage has improved. On the uplands the wells are from 
15 to 30 feet deep, in many cases the bottom of the well, being 
considerable above the level of the water in the streams, that 
have dug out channels for themselves through the blufts, nearly 
down to the level of the upper terrace in the old river channel. 

In the old river channel, a careful examination reveals an 
underground river; the sand and gravel is filled with water to 
about the level of the water in the Wabash river. A body of 
water about 100 feet deep, flowing slowly toward the southwest, 
underlies all that portion of the county lying within the blufis 
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of the river. The wells in tins valley must be sunk to this 
body of water, so that the depth of the wells varies on the 
diflerent terraces as the surface of the ground rises above the 
level of the water in the river. The water from this supply is 
generally good. The water of the highland is generally softer 
than that of the valley, and is less liable to surface contamina- 
tion, owing to the niore porous nature of the soil in the valley^ 

Terre Haute, the only city in the county, is situated on the 
east bank of the Wabash river, near the center of the county. 
The highland from which the city takes its name, is a sand bar 
about three-quarters of a mile wide, formed by the old river. 
The city occupies nearly three miles of the lower end of the 
bar, extending from the river eastward across the bar, on to 
ground 10 or 15 feet lower; and in the southeastern part- across 
this low ground to another sand bar a mile and a half from > 
the river. Terre Haute stands on a bed of sand and gravel 
about 150 feet deep. This is principally clean, sharp, quartz, 
sand, valuable for mortar and plaster. A few feet near the 
surface is us'ually colored with iron; this is covered with from 
6 to 18 inches of vegetable mould. 

The Terre Haute Water Works Company, supply the city 
with an abundance of water taken from the river above the 
city. The river above Terre Haute receives so little sewage^ 
that tlure can be no sewage contamination at Terre Haute, 
but for much of the year it is turbid with impurities of various 
kinds, swept into it by every shower of rain along its course* 
Yet so little of the river water is used for domestic purposes- 
that the companj^ makes no eifort to filter it. In winter, when 
wellfiltered, the water is palatable and is preferred by many to- 
the well water. A few families in the city use cistern water. 
When proper care is exerciseil in gathering and storing it, cis- 
tern water is doubtless more wholesome than any other. The 
chief source of water supply for drinking and culinary purposes, 
are the wells sunk down into the subterranean river that under- 
lies the city. Tiie surface of the land on which Terre Haute 
stands is from 50 to 1 5 feet above the general level of the river, 
so that the wells are from 50 to 75 feet deep. The water in 
general is transparent and tasteless. The principal source of 
the well water is from rainfall; in high water, doubtless, some 
comes from the river. Terre Haute has been settled about 60 
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years; the population now is about 30,000. On an average, we 
may consider that it has been occupied for 60 years by 10,000 
persons, with the horses, cattle, hogs and other domestic ani- 
mals incident to a population of 10,000. But little attention 
has been given to surface drainage, and not a mile of sewer for 
sewage has been built. The wells, cesspools and vaults are sunk 
into the soil in close proximity to each other ; the cesspool and 
vaults olten reaching the water, and old wells are sometimea 
used as vaults. 

With no sewers, the urine of domestic animals goes into the 
ground; with inefficient measures for the removal of manure 
and garbage, and with insufficient surface drainage, every rail* 
must carry into the soil great quantities of the soluble parts of 
manure and of the waste from various domestic operations. 
Does the soil so disinfect this great body of filth that the water 
supply is not contaminated? The water is always clear, the 
quartz sand makes a good filter, but does it disinfect; can it 
destroy germs of typhoid fever, diphtheria, etc.? The water from 
many of the wells is loaded with chlorides in such quantities 
as to suggest urine as its source. In many cases the wells no 
doubt receive contributions from cesspools and vaults. Putting 
sentiment aside, is such water wholesome? Terre Haute is on 
the east bank of the river, favorably situated for receiving large 
quantities of malarial poison from swamps on the other side. 
With seeming unsanitary conditions everywhere, the death 
rate is low; the annual rate for the last 6 years has been about 
17' per 1,000. From this fact, some have argued that the sani- 
tary conditions were good, and have discouraged any attempt to 
better such conditions. While Terre Haute is a healthy city 
when compared with many others, it is not a healthy city when 
compared with what it might be. Good surface drainage, good 
sewers, cemented 'cesspools and vaults, a prompt and complete 
removal of manure and garbage, and Terre Haute would rank 
^mong the healthiest cities in the world.

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SANITARY CONDITIONS AND SURROUNDINGS OF 
SOUTH BEND, IND.

Secretary of the Indiana State Board of Health : 

Dear Sir — In compliance with your request, I have col- 
lected, and hereby respectfully report the following facts re- 
garding the sanitary conditions and sqrroundings of South 
Bend, St. Joseph County, Ind. : 

This city was incorporated in 1831, at which time it had a^ 
population of 128; in the year 1870 the population was 7,161, 
and at the last census, 1880, the population was 13,279. The 
city has been growing rapidly during the last two years, so that- 
the present estimated population is 16,000. There were in the 
city limits at the time of the last census 1,196 children under 
five years of age. It is estimated that the number of natives 
and foreigners are about equal, and that the number of inhabi- 
tants of European birth are at least one-third of the whole- 
population. 

The country surrounding the city of South Bend is in all 
directions levels or but slightly undulating, except from the 
east to the northeast, upon the outskirts of the city, there is a 
succession of moderately high hills, about one-sixth encircling 
the city. The Kankakee marsh lies west and southwest. This 
marsh is extensive, and was formerly, at times, partially covered 
with water; now it is quite well drained by large ditches, and the 
surface is moderately dry; so much so that there are extensive 
meadows and farms upon that portion lying contiguous to, and 
in the vicinity of the city. The soil is a peat loam, and water 
rises within from two to four feet of the surface. This marsh 
is believed to be mainly the source of the superficial vein of 
water underlying that part of the city situated upon the west- 
bank of the St. Joseph river. The marsh lies ten feet higher 
than the mean level of the city. The current of water flows 
from the direction of the marsh toward the river, and the depth 
of open shallow wells corresponds in the main to the distance of" 
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the surface below the marsh level. The source of the water iu 
the marsh is mainly from springs, and is clear and cold, and 
not inclined to become stagnant upon standing. The water in 
this marsh rises during the wet seasons, and the water in the 
shallow wells correspondingly. The city is surrounded by 
farming lands. Upon the west border are the meadow lands of 
the Kankakee. Upon the south and southeast are numerous 
small fruit farms, which extend out at varying intervals for two 
miles, and beyond are rich lands used for general farming pur- 
poses. In all other directions the city is bordered by farms. 

The site of the city has been but little changed from .its 
original conformity. Along the margin of the river a strip 
three hundred feet long and one hundred feet wide has been 
filled in ten feet with sand and gravel from the streets. This 
strip was originally wet and boggy, the ground consisting of 
mould and muck. It was improperly drained before filling, but 
is now dry, and is mostly covered by mills and factories, there 
being no dwelling houses built upon it. There have been also 
ismall areas of surface filled, in order to make the grade of the 
streets perfect, but this has occurred to no great extent. The 
general surface slope of the city upon the west side of the river 
is in a northeasterly direction, towards the river, and upon the 
-east side of the river, in a westerly direction towards the river, 
the average altitude of the site above low water mark of the 
river is about forty-three feet upon the west side, and twelve 
feet upon the east side. The river just below the dam, which 
is very nearly the center of the city, in a north and south direc- 
tion, is eighty and one-half feet above Lake Michigan. 

The St. Joseph river flows through the city in a direction 
•slightly west of north. About three-fourths of the city lies 
upon the west bank, the remainder upon the east of the river. 
This river is an average of 320 feet wide, and deep at the bends, 
in some places being from twenty to thirty feet in depth, while 
iu places where it flows in a straight line, the water is shallow, 
being in many places not over from two to four feet deep. The 
ishoals are seldom uncovered and exposed to the surface. The 
fall in the river is on an average 2J feet per mile, and the 
velocity from four to five miles per hour. The dam at this 
point interferes with the rapidity of the current between this 
place and Mishawaka, four miles east. Between these points 
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the current is not over two miles per hour. The banks of th^ 
river are steep, and there is no overflow upon flats. Originally 
the water of this stream was clear and cold, but now it is tur- 
bid and foul. Numerous factories and mills in this city, and 
those further up the river, throw their refuse into the stream. 
Several slaughter-houses are upon its banks, and throw their 
ofial into the river, and the sewers of Elkhart, Mishawaka and 
this city empty into the river and thus pollute its water. The 
surface drainage is also directed toward this great carry-all of 
filth. There is not much deposit upon the bed of the river, ex- 
cept above the dam, where it is from three to four feet deep. 
The bed of the river is clay, over which is a layer of sand and 
gravel, about two feet in depth. The dam, which is between 
Washington and Jefterson streets, is nine feet high, and is just 
at the head of a rapid descent in the river, where there is two 
and a half feet fall in one-fourth mile. The pond formed by 
the dam is 850 feet wide, and three and a half miles long. The 
depth of the water for the first two miles is eight feet, and the . 
remaining distance six feet. As above stated the stream above 
the dam is less rapid than originally, its velocity being not 
more than two miles an hour. 

There are two races within the city. The east race is one 
hundred rods long, eighty feet wide, and contains about seven 
feet of water. The west race is forty rods long, sixty-six feet 
wide and six feet deep. The bottoms of these races are clay, 
and not exposed to exceed one week per year. The water in 
them is of the same character as tJiot in the river. The races 
are cleaned out once in eight or ten years. There is no sew- 
age and very little surface drainage entering them. At times 
of low water there is stagnant water in the mill-pond; also in 
the so-called city park, at all times, except in times of very high 
water, and when covered by ice. This induces sickness of a 
malarial and typhoid nature in parts of the city contiguous to 
these bodies of water. All forms of disease are more fatal in 
this locality than in any other part of the city, except in the 
northwestern part, which is inhabited by foreigners, principally 
Poles, who pay little or no attention to cleanliness or hygienie 
laws. There is no portion of the city subject to overflow, 
though in the northeastern part there is an area ot about sixty 
acres, which was formerly drained through a ravine, now closed^ 
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where water stands upon the surface during a large portion of 
the year. In this locality malarial diseases and consumption 
have prevailed to an alarming extent. There is in process of 
construction an underground drain, which, when completed, 
will nearly or entirely relieve the surface of water. 

The site of the city and vicinity is of drift formation. The 
underlying strata is made up as follows : From above downward, 
open coarse sand, from 15 to 40 ieet; clay about 60 feet; quick- 
sand and gravel, 10 feet. The upper layer of sand is very po- 
rous, while the clay is impenetrable to water, except in rare in- 
stances, where the clay strata contains pockets of quicksand 
and connected by small veins of the same, through which the 
water may pass. These strata dip toward the river, .but at 
what angle has not been determined. The surface soil is sandy 
loam. 

WATER SUPPLY OF THE CITY. 

The source of water supply for drinking purposes is from 
wells principally. It is estimated that nine-tenths of the drink- 
ing water is from wells, and one-tenth from the river. The 
wells from which the water is obtained are from 15 to -50 feet 
deep, depending upon localities. But very few wells have 
been sunk through the clay. The larger number of these ex- 
tend into the porous sand until a vein of water is reached, 
which is, as above stated, from. 15 to 80 feet below the surface. 
It will thus be seen that the large part of the water drank is at 
least part surface water. Cesspools are quite numerous, and 
are made deep. Privy vaults are sunk from 8 to 12 feet into 
the ground, and in many instances are not more than twenty 
feet from the wells, so that the contamination of the drinking 
water must follow. This, we believe, is one of the principal 
causes of the low grades of fever which are quite prevalent 
with us during the autumn and winter months. No analysis of 
the surface well water has, so far as we can learn, been made ; 
but the fact that it contains organic matter is sufficiently dem- 
onstrated by the oftensiveness to smell and taste of the water 
when allowed to stand during the hot months. We have ob- 
served many instances this summer of water freshly drawn 
that has been repugnant both to smell and taste. Cisterns are 
numerous, but the water supplied from them is almost ex- 
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clusively used for laundry and cleansing purposes. The river 
water is drank to some extent, but is principally used for 
sprinkling and washing streets and walks, and washing horses, 
etc. The character of th^ river water has already been 
stated. 

We have the standpipe system of water works. The water 
is brought 300 feet in a plank flume, 10x12 feet, through which- 
it flows of its own weight. The head of this flume is in the 
river just above the dafia, and the reservoir into which the 
water runs is on the west side of the river, probably 100 feet 
from the water's edge, and 250 feet north of the dam. The 
reservoir into which the water pours from the flume is also con- 
structed of plank. Its dimensions are 38x40 feet, and 20 feet 
high, and it is kept full of water. In this reservoir are placed 
three water wheels, so situated that they are set in motion by 
the water from the flume pouring through them, and thus is 
the power furnished for pumping the water into the standpipe. 
The water in this reservoir or tank is continually in motion, 
and there are no means whatever provided for settling or puri- 
fying it. The standpipe has a capacity for 30,000 gallons of 
water, and there is kept stored in it at all times 22,500 gallons. 
There is used on an average about 1,250,000 gallons of water 
per day, while the pumps have a capacity of furnishing 3,000,- 
000 gallons per day. From the standpide the water is distrib- 
uted to all parts of the city, through an elaborate system of 
mains and pipes. Now as to the use of this water, probably in 
the summer not less than one-third is used for sprinkling pur- 
poses, one-tenth is drank, and the remainder is dsed for various 
purposes — such as a supply of water for boilers, for laundry 
purposes, in cases of fire, etc. Here is a prolific cause of sick- 
ness in our city. The river water is impure, containing large 
quantities of organic matter, both animal and vegetable. This, 
when thrown out upon the surface and brought into free con- 
tact with the air, deconiposes, and the products being carried 
into the air by evaporation, or filtered through the porous, 
sandy soil into the wells, it finds ready access through the lungs 
or stomach into the blood of the man, poisoning it, and giving 
rise to conditions causing the outbreak of malarial and typhoid 
fevers. The river water in the summer is oflFensive in taste and 
odor; consequently it is not much used for drinking purposes. 
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Tn the winter it is moderately cold, and has a pleasant taste, 
and is drank to a considerable extent. Here, too, is a source of 
«icknes8. 

Recently our city fathers have nearly completed the improve- 
ment and grading of Jefterson street, and have arranged the 
^rade of other streets adjacent, so that the surface drainage 
pours into Jefferson street, and from thence flows into the river 
a few hundred feet above the flume, through which is drawn 
our river water supply. This is a new source of disease added 
to numerous ones already existing. That in the impurity of 
our water supply may be found one of the principal causes of 
-our high rate of mortality, there can be no doubt, and that it 
is incumbent upon this city to furnish its inhabitants with the 
means of procuring pure water is obvious, and I am happy to 
record the fact that the city has it in her power; and it is per- 
fectly practicable to furnish an abundant supply of cool, fresh, 
pure water. There is underlying this city a vein of uncontam- 
inated water, which, when tapped, will rise in the tube or well 
from 75 to 102 feet. At the court house corner, two years ago, 
a tubular well was sunk 110 feet. In this well the water rises 
within eight feet of the surface. By means of a motor run by 
etandpipe water, there is a continuous flow of water week 
after week. At the foot of West Washington street one of 
these wells has been sunk, and from it there flows continually 
a half-inch stream. Upon Water street, about 65 rods east of 
the river, there flows another artesian well. Mr. E. L. Abbott, 
the superintendent of the water works of the city, has given 
this subject considerable study, and concludes that this vein of 
water is abundant, and that from artesian wells in the vicinity 
of the present water works suflicient water can be supplied to 
meet the demands of the city for drinking purposes, and that, 
toQ, at a slight expense in comparison to the great benefit that 
would flow to the people from that source. Herewith is given 
an analysis of the water flowing from the artesian well at the 
foot of West Washlnfifton street:

The above analysis was made by Charles E. Foote, of the 
University of Michigan, about two years ago. 

BRAINAGE AND SEWERAGE. 

The area of the city of South Bend is 3,000 acres, of which 
1,000 acres are built upon. The character of the surface drain- 
age is bad, on account of the slight descent of the land. The 
street grades are the only means provided for surface drainage^ 
except the sewers, which are available in cases of storms^ 
There is but one underground drain constructed to act exclu- 
sively as such, and that is in the Fourth ward, in the northeast- 
part of the inhabited portion of the city. This drainage is^ 
2,500 feet in length, and is of live to seven-inch drainage tile^ 
laid seven feet deep. The joints are simply butted together^ 
and protected by hay, straw, sods, etc. The underground draiiv 
is of recent construction, and its effects upon the community ia 
which it lies have not as yet been deterniined by experience- 
There is no system of sewerage in the city. There is one out- 
let sewer which empties into the St. Joseph river below the iroa 
bridge on Water street. The diameter is five feet, and it is 
constructed of brick, and is lightly cemented. The form or 
this sewer is circular. The fall in this outlet sewer is one foot 
in ten, in consequence of which no deposits are retained. But 
Beven per cent, of the inhabited area is sewered, there being: 
^40 acres of the city built upon land not sewered. 
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Beside the outlet sewer oil Water street, which reaches from 
Michigan street to the river, there is 9,750 feet of subsidiary 
sewers, distributed as follows : A brick sewer from Water to 
Washington street, with a grade of 1 to 300 feet ; a cement 
sewer 24x30 inches from Washington street to Wayne street, 
with a fall of 1 foot in 240 feet. Upon Washington street 
there is a 4-foot brick sewer and a 30-inch brick from Lafay- 
ette to Scott street, all having a fall of 1 foot to 400 feet. Upon 
Lafayette a 24x36 inches egg-shaped sewer, with fall grade 
of 1 to 300 ; and from South street to Robinson street a brick 
sewer, 22x33 inches, with grade of 1 to 250. Upon South street 
a 22x33 inches egg-shaped brick sewer, from Lafayette street to 
Taylor street, with a grade of 1 to 240. Upon Railroad street 
there is a brick egg-shaped sewer from Taylor to Scott, with a 
fall of 1 to 240. There is upon Scott street, between Railroad 
and Front streets, a brick egg-shaped sewer, 22x33 inches, with 
a ^all of 1 to 240. Upon Ford street, from Scott to Chapin 
street, an egg-shaped sewer, 22x33 inches, with a fall of 1 to 240. 
This description comprises all the sewers in the city. Into 
these sewers pass the surface drainage, and they have a capacity 
sufficient for heavy storms. There is no attempt made to util- 
ize the sewage; the whole of it flows into the river through 
the, one outlet sewer. STo means are provided to ventilate the 
sowers, except through the man-holes and catch-basins 

There are numerous cesspools in difterent parts of the city, 
and some of these are excavated to water. These cesspools are 
used principally for carying off laundry water and water from 
bath-r(M>ms When the cesspools are dug to the water, they 
are in liiany instances as deep as the shallow wells, the water 
of which they most certainly contaminate. 

STREETS AND PUBLIC GROUNDS. 

The width of the streets of the city of South Bend vary from 
40 to 82 J feet. Two streets, Michigan and Main, are 99 feet 
wide. The sidewalks are usually one-fifth of the width of the 
etreets. Two of the streets are paved with cobble stone. Upon 
other improved streets, gravel is used, with cobble stone gut- 
ters. The total length of streets improved is about thirty 
miles. The soil of these streets is a sandy loam, and very po-

rou8, so that there is no time of the year when they are unduly 
wet. In the construction of the unpaved streets, they are 
rounded up from the gutters to the center, the latter of which 
is one foot higher than the former. There is no wooden pave- 
ment in the city. The entire length of the cobble stone pave- 
ment is 1,000 feet, and of graveled streets, 10,000 feet. All the 
work of the cleaning of the streets is under the direction of 
the Street Commissioner, who is controlled by the City Coun- 
cil. This work of cleaning is imperfectly done, though in the 
business part of the city, during the summer season, the streets 
4ire fairly well cleaned. 

Our city abounds in shade trees nearly everywhere, except in 
the business portion of the town. The walks are lined by beau- 
tiful elm and maple trees ; the bulk, however, being of the 
latter variety. These trees are under the care of the individ- 
uals upon whose property they grow. Their growth is in the 
main thrifty, and they are but little aft'ected detrimentally^ by 
the gas, though a few instances have been reported in which 
the shade trees have been destroyed by the escape of gas. 

There is not a public park in the city, though there is one 
so-called '^City Park," located on the east side of the river, 
along its bank, and between Jefferson and Division streets. 
This park contains about two and one-half acres of mostly 
made ground and stagnant water. Int^^ad of being a pleasure 
resort by our people, it is one of the most potent causes of 
-disease in the city. 

There are two public fountains, both in the public square. 
One is a thing of beauty, supplied by standpipe water; the 
other pours forth two continuous streams of pure water, each 
one-half inch in diameter. It is the deep well above men- 
tioned, the water of which rises vis-a-tergo within eight feet of 
the surface, and is lifted the remainder' of the distance by a 
motor. This magnificent fountain stands in the northeast cor- 
ner of the court house square, and is surrounded by heavy flag- 
stones, the surface of which is always kept dry and clean. The 
water flows into the catch -basins connected with the sewer, so 
that all surplus is carried oflF without overflow. This fountain, 
too, is a thing of beauty, and I trust, of joy forever. The waters 
are clean and pure, refreshing thousands of our citizens 
-daily. 
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DAVELLING HOUSES. 



The honses of the city have been recently renumbered, pre- 
paratory to the establishment of free postal delivery, and I am 
told by the clerk of our City Engineer, who has had the matter 
in hand, that there are 3,150 dwellings in the city. Of these 
about three-fourths are inhabited by the owners. There is an 
average of five occupants to each dwelling. There are very 
few tenement houses proper in the city. Most of the rented 
houses are small, and occupied by one family, and no cases of 
over-crowding have been reported by our health oflScers. 
There are no municipal regulations governing the material 
entering into, or manner of constructing, the dwelling houses^ 
except in the fire limits, where it is provided that all buildings 
shall be constructed externally of fire-proof material. 

The number of houses in the city connected with the sewers 
is very few, probably not over one hundred. Nearly all houses 
are provided with wells and cisterns, some beneath the bottom 
Or in the sides of cellars, but most of these are outside the 
foundations of the dwellings. Nearly all houses outside the 
business part of the city have sufiScient space between and 
around them to insure good circulation of air, though inter- 
nally I know of no houses having arrangemeiits for ventilation. 

The cellars and basements in the greater part of the inhab- 
ited portion of the city are, in time of high water, damp, and 
many of them, particularly on the east side of the river, and 
in the northeastern part of the west side, are, in high water, 
overflowed. Probably fifteen per cent, of our dwelling .houses 
are supplied with proper bathing facilities. Many cases of 
sickness have been observed as caused by damp cellars, but 
their character and extent I am not at present able to report. 

The fuel used for heating the dwelling houses is principally 
wood and coal, though gas stoves are used to some extent for 
heating bed rooms, and gasoline stoves are extensively used for 
cooking purposes during the summer season. I am not aware 
of any detrimental effects upon health arising among our 
people in consequence of the mode of heating their houses. 

The hight of the dwellings in South Bend is about one-third 
of the width of the streets. 
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GAS AND LIGHTING OP CITY. 



The gas works are located upon the west river bank, upon 
the northwest corner of Jefferson street and Pearl avenue. 
They are not by many considered a nuisance. About two- 
fifths of the streets are lighted by gas. The alleys are not sa 
lighted, except when it occurs incidentally. The oxide of iron 
process of purification of gas is used, and found entirely satis- 
factory. It is claimed that by this process there is no refuse, 
and that the company have only to dispose of ashes and coke ; 
the former is deposited upon the river bank within the limits 
of the company's ground, and the latter is sold to consumers. 
The quality of the gas furnished is satisfactory, and the rates 
paid by the city are $S per 1,000 feet. So far as we have been 
able to learn, no injurious effects have arisen from the use or 
presence of gas, except in a few instances upon trees. No 
analysis of the gas has been made. Its illuminating power 
is 17 candles to a standard 5-foot burner. The company has in 
use 400 meters, measuring gas consumed for private purposes, 
and no accidents are reported as having occurred from exposure 
to gas. It will be observed from the above figures that seven- 
eighths of our dwelling houses are lighted by other means than 
gas. Kerosene is employed by the great majority of our peo- 
ple, and since the enforcement of the State regulation relative 
to its sale, but few accidents have occurred in its use. 

GARBAGE AND EXCRETA. 

The municipal law relating to the removal of garbage is to 
the effect that each householder or owner shall remove all that 
accumulates upon his premises, and that in the event of the 
non-removal by the proper persons, the City Marshal, under 
the direction of the city law authorities, shall proceed to re- 
move the same, assessing to each householder or property 
owner upon whose premises it is found, or who improperly de- 
posited it, all the expenses of such removal. It is further pre- 
scribed that dead animals shall be buried outside of the city 
limits, and that kitchen refuse, ashes, and barn excreta shall be 
sufficiently often removed to insure cleanliness. This work is 
all to be done by individual householders ; and in the event of 
carelessness or negligence of said householders, the Marshal ia 
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to proceed as above stated. The law regarding dead animals 
is quite well complied with, while that relating to kitchen re- 
fuse, etc., is not strictly complied with or enforced. A goodly 
portion of the k.itchen refuse is first deposited in open casks or 
sinks outside of houses, and gathered up and removed by swill- 
mongers, who feed it to swine outside of the city limits. The 
work done by these mongers is irregular and unsatisfactory, 
and what is not removed by them is thrown into alleys or 
gutters, or buried upon the premises. Old ash piles may be 
Been in the back yards or in the alleys all over the city, while 
dung piles about barns or stables are nearly or quite one-fifth 
as numerous as are the dwelling houses. The common dump- 
ing ground for all refuse not otherwise disposed of, is the above- 
mentioned City Park. Here, then, is a source of disease so 
grossly apparent that it can not be overlooked; yet, strange to 
relate, it remains week after week and month after month un- 
removed. 

Th« cesspools in the city, which are quite numerous, are 
simply large holes dug in the sandy soil from six to twelve feet 
deep, with the sides bricked or curbed with wood, and with 
bottoms left uncovered, so that the fluid poured into them may 
the more readily disappear by filtering through the ground. 
These cesspools are outside of houses, at distances ranging 
from ten to forty feet, and are not, as a rule, furnished with 
overflow pipes. A small portion of these cesspools receive 
waste water from water closets, that are mainly used to carry 
off laundry dirty water, etc. A very small proportion of the 
bouses have water closets, and of these probably one-half are 
directly connected with the sewers. The remainder empty into 
cesspools. The great majority of houses depend upon privy 
vaults for the deposit of human excreta. These vaults are, in 
the most instances, simply excavations in the earth from five 
to ten feet deep, with sides curbed up with plank. There are no 
municipal regulations regarding the cleansing of these, and but 
little attention is in any way given to it. A more gross viola- 
tion of hygienic laws could hardly be conceived of. Dr. W. 
W. Hitchcock, of this city, has furnished me the particulars of 
a case that fell under his observation recently, showing the 
baneful efiects in respect to health, of privy vault carelessness. 
It is the opinion of the Doctor, in which I fully coincide, that 
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a great number of cases similar to the one reported below i» 
his ovVn language, have occurred in the. city during the last 
jear. 

"Mrs. J. M., aged 34 years, had been suffering some time of 
what she supposed to be fever, due to malarial influences, and 
accordingly had been using anti-malarial remedies. Findings 
that she was gradually worse under her own treatment, a. 
physician was called in. Examination revealed a typhoid con- 
dition, the fever ranging from 100 degrees in the morning to 101 
and 102 degrees in the afternoon. On further inquiry we elic- 
ited the fact that the other members of the family had also 
been feeling indisposed for some time. The examination a» 
to the cause of this febrile condition, which clearly pointed 
to some source of infection, led to inquiry with regard to their 
source of water supply. The well was situated a distance of" 
thirty feet from the privy vault, which was used to accommo- 
date the employes of a factory near by. From these suspicious. 
circumstances, concluding that the drinking water must be tha 
infecting media, I procured a specimen for examination. Mak- 
ing a live per cent, solution of permanganate of potash, and em- 
ploying equal quantities of water and the test liquid, there was 
found present sufficient organic matter to neutralize and render 
colorless the permanganate solution. Setting aside for a few 
hours in a conical beaker, another specimen. of the same water,, 
a microscopical examination of the sediment and supernatant 
liquid was made, with a one-fifth Bausch & Lomb objective, with 
a C-cye piece, there, were revealed myriads of spores, bacellii,. 
and mycellium, in different stages of development. It is un- 
necessary to detail the plan of treatment in this case, as a re- 
moval of the cause was suflicient to bring about a cure in a 
system capable of elimination.'- 

In pernicious fevers of a low type, the above case might 
serve as a reminder that we should leave no stone unturned 
as to the sanitary surroundings of our patients, in searching^ 
for the cause; for in such cases medicines do little good,. 
while management is everything in the saving of life. 

To make a complete sanitary report, many other conditiona 
and influences should be described in detail. This, time and. 
space will not permit me to do. Mention, however, must be 
made of some of them. Our fire departiAent is well organized 
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and in excellent working order; there is nothing connected with 
its workings that is detrimental to public health. There is no 
public market ; all stalls and markets for the sale of provisions 
and meats are owned and kept by private individuals, and are, 
for the most part, kept in good sanitary condition. 

The location of the city cemetery, in the suburbs of the city 
upon the west, under which flows, towards the town, the super- 
ficial vein of water that supplies our shallow wells, should be 
mentioned as unfavorable. 

Our people are industrious, and as a rule cleanly; good 
wages are paid for labor, and there is an abundance for all to 
do, so they have plenty to eat, and warm, good clothes. Their 
houses are comfortable in .summer and warm in winter, and are 
sufficiently well isolated so that they may be considered health- 
ful abodes. Were it not for these last named facts, the mor- 
tality in South Bend would be alarming ; the present rate is 
far too high, being twenty-one and four-tenths to 1,000 inhabi- 
tants. Considering the facts above stated, we must conclude 
that this high rate of mortality is due largely to impure drink- 
ing water, and to the improper disposal of garbage, refuse, etc. 
Here are two of the principal causes susceptible of removal. 
The first by sinking the wells through the three overlying 
strata, into the vein of pure water beneath ; if care is used in 
the construction of these wells there is no possibility of the 
water drawn from this vein becoming contaminated. An 
analysis of it has already been given ; it is the same that flows 
from the artesian well at the foot of Washington street, and 
is the same that flows from the fountain at the court house 
square. If on account of the expense of making so deep wells 
the poor householders could not or would not so sink them, 
then the city could have recourse to artesian wells for a proper 
supply for our citizens. 

The second great source of disease can only be removed by 
the enactment of an efficient law, and, second, by its rigid en- 
forcement.

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SEWERS AND DRAINAGE.

In accordance with the Act creating a State Board of Healthy 
and with an order of the Board that each individual member 
should make a report on one or more subjects sanitary in their 
nature, I have the honor herewith to transmit a report on the 
subject of 

SKwrfaS AND DRAINAGE. 

• 

I would beg leave to say that the subject matter contained 
in this report is based upon personal observation, during the 
past seventeen years, of the bad effects upon the health of the- 
citizens of Indiana by the construction and improper use per- 
mitted to be made of sewers intended at first for the drainage 
of the cities. To specify some of the improper uses of the 
sewers, I will state that breweries, soap factories, tanneries,, 
slaughter houses, water closets, and a large number of indus- 
trial enterprises are permitted, upon their individual request^ 
to tap the sewers at any and all points, for the disposal of offal 
and waste material, regardless of the damage such improper 
itse of the large storm-water sewers may inflict upon a large 
class of citizens who have no further interest in the sewers^ 
than that of the surface drainage. Numerous cases may be 
«hown where pipes connecting residences with the sewers and 
extending into the rooms of the first and second stories of the 
houses, have caused fatal infectious diseases by 'conducting 
offensive odors laden with the germs of disease, and that where 
such connections have been removed there was no reappearance 
of these infectious diseases. 

The object of this report is to show that no city can, with 
impunity, permit the introduction of improper substances into 
large sewers constructed for the purpose of preventing over- 
flows of property from heavy rainfalls ; and particular cases of 
gaugings to show that very cheap and safe small sewer-pipea 
may be used to carry off fermenting and disease-carrying sub- 
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stances which should never be permitted to enter sewers in- 
tended for carrying off* storm water. I would further state 
the importance of sewers and drainage will continue to in- 
<5rease as towns and cities spread over additional territory and 
populations become more densly crowded in them. The ac- 
-cumulation of sewage and waste will demand increased facili- 
ties for their removal with the smallest detriment to life and 
health, so indispensable to human progress and happiness. 

Custom in the construction of sewers for the drainage of 
«torm water, and their gradual conversion into avenues for the 
removal ot the great variety of filthy products, makes us so 
familiar with the means of removing waste material that we 
-do not observe damage until the accumulation of pestilential 
impurities causes disease. 

At one time the washings of our streets by storm waters 
may be harmlessly carried off' by our sewers, but the increase 
of manufactories and filth -producing trades, and the habit of 
permitting improper substances to enter the sewers, so pollute 
them that they become a net-work of pestilence. 

These causes of disease and death have an existence to-day 
in some places, and it would be a wise and better policy to 
apply the remedy at once than to be driven to its application 
by some disastrous pestilence in the future. It is only neces- 
sary to visit the mouths of large sewers and observe the small 
amount of liquid 8e\\%ge they carry oft* at ordinary times, to 
create the suspicion that the sewers were constructed with 
greater regard for the contractors' profits than for the drainage 
demanded. * 

They are found to be great caverns in which a man can walk 
erect, and not carrying liquid suflicient to wet the top of his 
feet, and much of this 8e\V^age composed of material that should 
never be permitted to enter a storm water sewer. I may 
enumerate water closet connections, by which the germs of 
infectious disease reach the sewers with the excrement of the 
eick, breweries, tanneries, soap factories, slaughter houses and 
various other manufacturing and industrial pursuits' which tap 
the sewers for the disposal of their dangerous fermenting and 
decomposing offal, whereby the seweirs become, "elongated cess- 
pools," reeking with filth and animalcule life, and generators 
of infectious and epidemic diseases. 
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The microscopic organisms, perhaps germs, of the class callerf 
bacteria, develop on the inner walls of our brick sewer^ where^ 
there is a combination of heat, moisture and darkness, and the 
stimulus of gasses arising from decomposing sewage there 
present. 

As these combined sewers are used to carry off' storm water, 
besides sewage, and as the "storm water falling per hour, in 
violent rains, over an acre of closely built city land, is nearljr 
fffty times tte amount of waste water and sewage produced per 
hour on the same area," then their usual condition is that of 
great caves with a mere trickling thread of sewage along their 
floor. 

"But, as in times of rain, they are nearly full of the dilute 
sewage which results from combination with storm water, their 
walls then become coaled with a film from which bacteria are 
often developed, and then the germs of the poisonous organisms 
float off in the sewer air and are carried into dwellings in that 
air just as dust is blown in through the windows," and with it 
carry disease, suffering and death to the innocent and unsus- 
pecting inmates. I suffer to*day, and all the time, a sorrowful 
realization -of this source of danger. I purchased o, dwelling; 
house so far situated from a sewer that I had no apprehension 
that the sink in my kitchen yard connected with the sewer* 
This connection, however, had existed for a long time, and ty- 
phoid fever had been epidemic along the sewer the year before, 
and I am convinced that the germs of that disease had remained 
in the sewer and upon its walls, and that these germs were car- 
ried out with offensive gasses through the sewer connections, 
and invaded my residence; my family were stricken down by 
this poison, and the death of a promising son embittered my 
life. 

This terrible experience induces me to urge with greater 
earnestness a radical reform in the construction of sewers. 

This reform should consist in the entire abolition of the 
costly plan of large combined sewers for carrying sewage and 
storm water together, and the adoption of the separate systenn 
of sewers, with proper protection against the escape of foul 
gasses into the residences and into the air we breathe upon 
our'streets. 

The main sewer laid in the city of Memphis, under the sep- 
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arate system in the plan of drainage, since the deadly ravages 
of yellow fever, I understand is only fifteen inches in diameter. 

In order to have a thorough and practical understanding of 
the size of sewers, and the removal of sewage matter produced 
hy a given population, I append hereto extracts from the re- 
port of Professor George E. Warring, Jr., to the National 
Board of Health on recent gaugings to determine the size of 
sewers needed for the greatest amount of sewage produced by 
the population and area given in the several extracts. 

Before proceeding to give the measurement of the outflow of 
several sewers, Prof. Warring, who is a civil engineer of 
world-wide reputation, makes the following practical remarks: 

First Sewers large enough for the removal of storm water 
are so much too large for domestic sewerage that they must in- 
evitably be foul and in a bad sanitary condition, except when 
flushed by storm water. As storm water is often withheld for 
many weeks together, and often at a season when the decom- 
position of deposits in the sewer is most active and injurious, 
this condition continues a very grave sanitary defect. 

Second, Aside from the foul air produced in the sewers 
themselves, the decomposition of the filth which accumulates 
in the catch basins, by which street water is admitted to the 
sewers, is often a source of most serious oftense, if not of danger. 

There seems to be good ground for the belief that if the size 
of sewers can be. adjusted to the removal of foul waste only, 
not only will their condition be very much improved, but their 
cost will be so vastly reduced as to bring their advantages 
within the reach of the smallest communities; 

PROVIDENCE (r. I.) PINE STREET SEWER. 

The total length of this sewer is 1,391 feet. The grade 
varies from 0.86 per 100, to 4.18 per 100. The district which 
it drains contains 60 houses, all of which are residences, and 
41 of which are connected with the sewer. The gauging in 
this, as in all other cases, was taken at the time when the 
greatest use of water of the week, in this case on Monday 
morning, between the hours of 8 and 11. The depth of 
flow was measured at intervals of 15 minutes. The population 
tributary to the sewer numbers 267. The result showed that 
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the greatest flow of sewage reached a depth of 0.4375 inches 
in the 12-inch sewer. In the reducer, which brought the cur- 
rent into a channel having a radius of 3 inches, the greatest 
depth of flow was 0.875. A pipe of 1.84 inches in diameter, 
running full at the same velocity, would carry the greatest flow 
of sewage from this population of 267. 

BURLINGTON (VT.) COLLEGE STREET SEWER. 

The total length of this sewer and its branches was 2,790 
feet, its grade varies from 0.435 per 100, to 3.89 per 100. 
The district which it drains contains 85 houses, of which 54 
are connected with the sewer, 49 of these are dwelling houses 
and 5 are stores and shops. The population tributary to the 
sewer embraces 326. The gauging was taken at intervals ot 
15 minutes from 7:30 a. m. to 10:30 a. m. The result showed 
that the greatest flow of sewage reached the depth of 1.2 inches 
in a pipe of 3-inch radius. A pipe of 2.25 inches in diameter, 
running full at the same velocity, would carry the greatest flow 
of se\^age from this population of 325. 

MILWAUKEE, WIS. 

The gaugings of the Huron street sewer are of especial 
significance. This sewer is 42 inches in diameter. 

The grade of the sewer at the point where the gauginga 
were taken was about 1 in 400. 

The area tributary to the sewer is about 70 acres, all nearly 
level, closely built, containing 500 houses, mostly dwellings, 
and a total population of 4,035. 

One hundred and thirty-two of the buildings are not con- 
nected with the sewers ; the remaining 368 buildings contain a 
total population of 3,177, all of whom are tributary to the 
sewer. 

There are several hotels, saloons, small factories and a livery 
stable; so that the district is fairly representative of an average 
city area. The greatest flow in the main sewer on washing 
day, the greatest flow of the week, attained a depth of 6 inches,^ 
the diameter of the sewer being 42 inches. 
' The channel being reduced to a diameter of 10 inches, the 
greatest depth of the flow was 4.5 inches. 
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Reduced to a diameter of 8 inches, the depth remained the 
same, 4.5 inches ; reduced to a diameter of 6 inches, it reached 
a depth of 5.5 inches. 

POUGHKBEPSIB (N. Y.) MARKET STRBBT 8BWER. 

This is a one-fifth inch vitrified pipe sewer, draining Church 
street, Noxon street and a part of Market street. The total 
length of sewer delivering at the point of gauging is 2,766 feet. 
The number of houses tributary to the sewer was 39, and the 
population 426. The greatest of their sewage, measured in a 
pipe six inches in diameter, was 2.25 inches. It might all have 
been carried in a pipe a trifle more than 3 inches in diameter. 

ST. LOUIS (mo.) COMPTON AVENUE SEWER.' 

This sewer drains an area containing 1,370 houses, occupied 
by a population of 8,200. The total number of water taps was 
1,391. The diagrams show gaugings taken every hour from 6 
p. M., Monday, March 15, to 11 a. m., March 23. These gaug- 
ings are averaged to make a typical day, in which, beginning 
at midnight with a flow of 75.32 cubic feet per minute the flow 
was reduced to 70.26 cubic feet at 2 a. m.; then it went to 71.87 
cubic feet per minute at 6 a. m., 130.26 cubic feet at 11 a. m., 
123.86 cubic feet per minute at 3 p. m., and steadily declined 
from this time until midnight, when the flow was 75.15 cubic 
feet per minute. 

The sewer is 7 feet 3 inches in diameter. It was obstructed 
by a dam into which was built a one-half inch vitrified pipe 
sewer, which was continued for a length of 20 feet. The 
gaugings were taken simultaneously at three difterent points, 
the average of these being the assumed depth through the 20 
feet of |-inch pipe. 

The greatest depth reached in this pipe was less than 7 inches 
{.5833 feet). 

Flowing at the same velocity, the whole stream would have 
been carried by a sewer a trifle more than 9 inches in diameter. 
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DEFKCTIVE DRAINAGE. 



1 hiive only time and space enough to mention Bome of the 
had eftects of defective drainage on the health of the people 
subject to its destructive influences. 

Many of the diseases and much human suffering may be 
traced directly to defective drainage. Some of these results 
may be enumerated in disease-stricken families, blighted homes, 
broken fortunes, and the sudden interruption, by death, of the 
best laid plans for human progress and wealth to the State. 
Towns and country districts admitting of sites which they 
possess for necessary fall for their sewers and free drainage for 
rainfalls, and the speedy removal of deposits of filth, have a 
very low death rate from filth-producing diseases, while of 
those towns and districts of country possessing sites which do 
not admit of a good fall for drainage, the opposite is true; 
hence, good drainage becomes of the greatest sanitary im- 
portance in the prevention of disease, ^nd sites not possessing- 
such opportunities for free drainage, are ineligible for human 
habitation. 

In country districts where the drainage is imperfect, disease- 
producing tilth accumulates by the non-removal of excreta and 
refuse of all kinds, the heat of summer favors fermentation and 
the successive processes toward concentrated putrifaction ; the 
air becomes poisoned, and the saturated soil contaminates the 
drinking water, and the result is a prevalence of malarial in- 
termittents, typhoid fevers, with an occasional outbreak of 
diphtheria and scarlet fever. 

The sanitary preventive measures in such cases is to secure^ 
by all means, the very best possible drainage, by which much 
of the disease-producing causes may be speedily carried away* 
The skill of a practical engineer will be of much value iii decid- 
ing the best and cheapest means of securing the desired drainage. 

In cities densely populated, where the houses are built high 
and the streets are narrow, where the sun rarely shines and 
ventilation is imperfect, and where to these unfavorable con- 
ditions are added that of poor or insufficient drainage for the 
removal of the great accumulation of foul matters, disease-pro- 
ducing filth, the air is constantly laden with foul, oflTensive mat- 
ters, "it only requires the ripening action of a midsummer's 
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heat to kindle these into a blaze of poisonous disease putridity." 
It would be just as practicable for the people to stand in a dense 
amoke and breathe without inhaling the smoke, as to attempt 
to breathe such an atmosphere and remain healthy. 
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THE RELATION OP SANITATION TO CHRISTIANITY.

It has been said that "the degree of civilization among a peo- 
ple may be determined by the amount of soap they use." To 
some very considerable extent, there is a relation of importance 
existing between sanitary laws, well observed, and real, effi- 
cient Christianity, insomuch that the more highly Christianity^ 
is developed, the more complete is the observance of sanitary 
laws, and on the other hand, the more carefully and scrupu- 
lously sanitary laws are observed, the higher will be the type of 
Christianity. 

Health is defined as a "state in which all the functions are 
exercised with regularity and harmony." That is, all the func- 
tions of body, mind and soul are acting regularly, harmo- 
niously, and to accomplish their desired ends. Whatever con- 
duces to a state of health must be aiding the human being to 
come into a perfect state of Christianity. It is a sentiment of 
real truth, that "cleanliness is next to godliness." Habits of 
sobriety — freedom from vice, vicious associations and perni- 
cious influences tend to make moral members of society. A 
sound mind in a sound body is more favorable to Christian life 
than a sound mind in an unsound body. Good food, good 
water, good clothing and good air, other things being equal, 
are special aids to a pure life. Bad food, bad water, bad air 
and bad clothing detract from spiritual exercises. The sur- 
roundings of a person have much to do with deciding the char- 
acter of a person. The reason why this or that man is good as- 
compared with others who are bad, is not so often the results 
of better native tendencies or less vicious impulses, as the sur- 
roundings are better and the influences more healthful. Put a 
boy to live, grow and get his education in a crowded ten- 
ement, five stories high, with a court yard not over forty by 
thirty feet, with one or two saloons in the basement, with foul 
air, noxious gasses, reeking filth and low language, and the 
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chances are all against his ever learning of Christ and Chris- 
tianity, only as a something so far removed from him as to he ' 
an impossibility to attain. 

A tidy house, things cleaned up and set in place on Saturday 
night, a good hearty washing, a clean shirt, polished boots and 
generally slicked-up person on Sunday, do really make a man 
or woman feel a greater respect for themselves and the day, for 
culture, morals, home and society, than it is possible to feel in 
dirt and tilth and general untidyness. Want of the observance 
of the laws of sanitation breeds dust and filth, fungi and ani- 
malcule; dust, tilth, fungi and animalcule breed disease, squal- 
lor, misery and wickedness. These are the direct foes to a high 
stat^ of Christian life. The highest examples of Christian 
growth and a life of purity are not found in bad air, clouds of 
dust, i)ile8 of tilth and attacks of disease, but a^re found where 
cleanliness, physical purity and freedom from contamination 
dwell. 

Th€} moral tendencies of good air and wholesome food are 
possible to be tabulated. Introduce another moral factor, and 
I will say that the moral tendencies of pure air, wholesome 
food and good surroundings may be tabulated. The influences 
of these upon longevity may be determined with astonishing 
exactness. Into this tabulation may be introduced the habits 
of people, good and vicious, and the results will be intensitied. 
The average life of the baker, the bartender, the tippler, the 
merchant, the literati, the clergyman, the thief, the moralist, 
and indeed of every occupation, calling and condition, in life, 
may be determined. From these, lessons of greatest value may 
be derived. Ifot occupation in itself can work all these changes 
and produce these startling eftects, but surroundings, attention 
or disregard to, sanitation and Christianity, tell the tale of 
woe. 

Sanitation and Christianity, in their relations, are seen to an 
extent startling when we consider the facts of life where there 
is an absence of both or either. 

Taking the carefully prepared facts of Mr. Ifeisen's reports 
as a basis, and we tind that laboring men, out-door workers, 
who belong to some friendly society, have promise of eight 
years longer life than men who are bakers, and sixteen years 
longer than clerks, and thirty-two and one-half more years 
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thsin the intemperate man. . Regularity in daily toil, connectioa 
with some friendly association (such as the church, etc.,) capable 
of aiding him in sickness, and caring for his family in case of 
his death; the sobriety implied in such membership are to the 
out-door laborer a sure promise of husbanding resources, saving- 
vital force, and living to good age. But the baker, confined 
for hours in close, hot rooms, breathing an atmosphere laden 
with yeast, fungi and unvvholsome perfume, and never sur- 
rounded with any of the improvements in sanitation, may ex- 
pect to shorten his life by at least eight years. Clerks 'of all 
classes of business may expect to fall below the laborer sixteen 
years of life. These show how close confinement, oftimes in 
close, dark, gas-lighted rooms, with bad air, with little exercise^ 
in the presence of galling care, sickness and anxiety, tend to 
shorten days and hurry out of life. The man of intemperate 
habits, spending much time in tippling rooms, inhaling air 
heavily laden with corrupting air-motes, arising from the dry- 
ing up of slops of liquors, and the disgusting sputa of half- 
drunken men, eating and drinking at irregular hours, and 
living in association with all manner of filth, may not wonder 
that he dies thirty-two years sooner than his neighbor, the out- 
door laborer of some friendly society. Want of sanitation and 
.Christianity kill early. Civilization, supplemented by religion 
and strict uprightness and purity of conduct, will increase lon- 
gevity by several years. 

The prolongation of effective working power and years, "In 
the light of political economy, as a matter of advantage to the 
body politic, or a profit to the Commonwealth, considering the 
cost of producing an effective population, and its worth when 
produced," is of the utmost importance. A nation's wealth 
does not consist, to any considerable extent, in her broad acres 
or mines of gold and silver, but in her people, in the number 
of her healthy, vigorous population, and the effective force they 
represent. • The brain, bone and muscle, the health, vigor and 
force, the morals and purity a nation can show, is her real and 
durable wealth. A nation of many dollars and vast domain, 
and few men to protect these, is weak enough; a nation of 
men and women, happy, healthy and true, though possessed of 
few dollars, is strong. If, by means of sanitation and Chris- 
tianity, the effective force of a people can be prolonged, the 
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State gathers more from the last half of such an effective life 
than from the first. An artisan who, at twenty years, has a 
trade well learned, enters upon an active producing life with 
the prospect of toiling profitably twenty-three years. During 
this time he is paying back to the Commonwealth what has 
been expended to bring him to a producing period. When he 
has satisfied the State for her expenditure on his lormation 
state, he is in a condition to produce something to add to the 
great capital or stock of the nation. Should he die before that 
period, he is in debt to the nation. Should he die just when 
he has paid for his bringing up, the world, financially, is neither 
better nor worse for his having lived ; but if the man can have 
another seventeen years of active life, which will bring him to 
sixty years, his skill, judgment and physical power will produce 
as much, oftimes double, what he produced in the twenty-three 
years of producing life. In that event, the nation is far richer 
when he dies than it could have been had he died at an earlier 
period. • 

A careful study of the old Jewish people, while directed in 
their external social life, as well as in their moral life, by one 
who never errs, will reveal the life of a people under wise laws 
of sanitation. To a large extent their ceremonial laws had di- 
rect reference to sanitation. When strictly enforced, the chosen 
people were a healthy people. Fire and water were recognized 
as the great elements of purification, and burial as a method 
for removing some elements of filth. All refuse and much 
dead matter was to be burned without the camp. It must not 
be burned within the camp, for then the fumes of burning pu- 
tridity might be borne up and out, and the ascending currents 
of air would take up evil matter, and distribute it, to contami- 
nate and vitiate the atmosphere. By taking refuse out of the 
camp and burning it, much that would have been pernicious 
was removed. 

The frequent ablutions of the body, washings of clothes and 
household utensils, the profuse washings of everything where- 
on blood had intentionally or accidentally fallen, or any dead 
carcass had touched, was one of God's constant reminders of 
his determination that everything should be pure and clean. 
This cleanliness was essential to good health, and where 
the people were the cleanliest they inost strictly observed

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the moral comni,and8 of God. When the dead body was buried 
in the earth, it was not only removed out of sight, but it was 
put where its noxious gasses would be readily absorbed and pre- 
vented from rendering the air unwholsome. 

The sanitary laws of God's ancient people, as they were pro- 
mulgated by himself for their observance, will bear careful and 
even critical study. All of them, whether referring to the 
kind of food to be eaten, the manner and times of their fre- 
quent washings, the removal of dead carcasses by burial, or 
destroying all refuse without the camp by fire, will be found in 
the direct line of the most complete and perfect laws of sani- 
tation. 

The following conclusions I believe to be great and unvary- 
ing principles: 

First, It is the duty of all citizens to carefully observe all 
true sanitary laws, because of their obligations to themselves, 
their families, country and religion. 

Second, Careful observance of sanitation is of the utmost 
importance to good government, prosperous business, happy 
homes, and mental culture. The world has not yet awakened 
to the importance of careful sanitation; nor does it yet appre- 
ciate the value of personal cleanliness to a republican govern- 
ment; nor does it see, as it will, that filth and mental culture 
are incompatible. 

Third. Sanitary laws, clearly understood and well observed, 
tend directly to the advancement of a pure moral and spiritual 
life. The planting of a rose, the potting of a geranium, the 
sweeping of the room, the Avashing of a window, the cleaning 
of the yard, the burning of refuse matter, all tend to the culti- 
vation of one's better nature and lifting up of the soul to aspi- 
rations for something better and purer in this life, and an 
earnest inquiry for something better hereafter. 

Fourth. The neglect of sanitation tends to vice, impurity, 
poverty, disease, heathenism and cruelty. 

Fifth, A high type of Christianity and sanitation are so in- 
timately connected and associated that the loss of either is the 
demoralization of the other, and the removal or vitiation of 
both is the destruction ot society. 
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ADULTERATION OF FOOD.

The subject of the adulteration of food is entitled to the 
serious consideration of everyone. It is not alone suflScient to 
obtain food, but it is important to secure that which is pure 
and wholesome. Food may be said to be the immediate source 
of life ; it modifies manhood and influences national character. 
Other resources of man are important to strength and intelli- 
gence, but food is most valued because labor is required to 
secure it. The largest expenditures of every community are 
for food, and if this be adulterated, the purchaser is cheated, 
if not injured. In short, the wages of toil, energy, intellect, of 
busy lives, on the farm, in the workshop or thecoffice, all go to 
buy food. 

The term food may be defined as being every article used for 
food or drink by man ; it is that which supports life. It must 
be a substance which, when taken into the body, nourishes and 
supports the organism. 

It is the substance that develops and sustains the bone and 
muscle; it is the force that maintains the regular movement of 
the heart, the even expansion of the lungs, the full power of 
the brain and the quiet steadiness of the nerves. The forces of 
physical life in man demand more generous and carefully 
selected substances for the purpose of subsistence than do the 
forces of life in the lower animals. It therefore follows that it 
is plainly the duty of the State to protect her citizens against 
avarice on the one hand and ignorance on the other, by using 
all the means at her command to prevent the adulterations of 
food, and to undertake this work without waiting to inquire 
whether any instance of falsification is to any extent injurious 
to health or not. 

From its derivation, the term adulteration is construed to be 
an act of debasing a pure or genuine commodity for a purpose 
— profit almost inyariably — by adding to it a spurious article,. 
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or by taking from it one or more of its constituents ; the word 
signifiae to defile, to corrupt, to falsify, to sophisticate, to 
counterfeit. 

Food may be adulterated by increasing the bulk or weight of 
the article, or by improving its appearance, or by giving it a 
false strength, or by robbing it of its most valuable constitu- 
ents; all these methods of adulterating are, as a rule, it may be 
conceded, free from design to injure consumers, but they are 
nevertheless fraudulent transactions, and as such are subjects 
for judicial inquiry and intervention on the part of the State. 

But there are some adulterations of an unavoidable character 
arising from accident, such as the changes in some substances 
due to time, or spontaneous decay, or when mineral matters or 
other impurities derived from machinery in which foods are 
kept or manufactured, and in pursuing an investigation for any 
purpose it is very important to bear these facts in mind. 

It is asserted, and especially by those pecuniarily interested, 
that adulterated foods are not seriously injurious to health, that 
they are innocent of any other design than that of getting money 
by methods not strictly honest. Must consumers or their rep- 
resentatives first prove that all falsified foods, now known or 
believed to be in the markets within this State, are harmless 
before asking relief? Or, if it be shown that a single well- 
known article used as food, is adulterated with a substance or 
substances known to be detrimental to the health of consumers, 
must such an article be singled out in order that innocent 
adulterations may be exempt from restrictions in trade? Is it 
not better to protect all honest dealers as far as possible by re- 
quiring all to trade in goods free from artificial adulterations? 
If the public is obliged to show that an adulterated food is 
poisonous, and on this ground alone should not be used, then a 
ease of crime must be charged and made out before the article 
complained of could be suppressed in the markets, and few 
persons could be found with the means and courage to make 
complaint under such requirements. 

Suppose a dealer sells an article for food which he has adul- 
terated, not knowing whether it is hurtful or not, is he to be 
charged and prosecuted for crime ? Certainly we could not 
have him punished for a crime. On the other hand, if he is 
dismissed because he did dot know the eftect of the adnltera- 
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tion, the State places a premium on ignorance. The English 
government attempted to prevent the adulteration of foods in 
1860 by the enforcement of a law containing, among other 
elements of weakness, the proyiso, if knowing that the article 
was injurious to health, then, and only then, the seller of the 
adulteration could be held to fine and costs, and during the 
twelve years of its existence, the law was wholly inoperative. 

According to my information, adulterations are not carried 
on to so great an extent in this country as in others, and this 
fact may, to some extent, explain our lack of public attention 
to the subject as well as specific legislation ' to prohibit it. 
"Adulterations in other countries is strictly prohibited, under 
penal obligations. The Prussian penal code provides that any 
person selling adulterated or spoiled goods, shall be liable to a 
penalty, up to fifty dollars or imprisonment for six weeks, with 
confiscation of goods, and it is not necessary to prove that the 
seller was aware of the adulteration. In Holland, the Dutch 
law is very similar to the code of Napoleon, and inflicts a pun- 
ishment of imprisonment for six days to two years, and a fine 
from sixteen to six hundred francs. The adulteration of bread 
with copperas or sulphate of zinc, is dealt with by imprison- 
ment for from two to five years, and a fine of from two hun- 
dred to five hundred fiorins. In Paris, malpractices connected 
with the adulterations of food are investigated by the Council 
de Salubrite, and punished. Much valuable information con- 
cerning the adulteration of food, etc., has lately been obtained 
from the various British Consulates, through a circular ad- 
dressed to them from the foreign oflSce. The results have been 
published in the Food Journal for 1870 and 1871, and they are 
epitomized at page 193 of that journal." 

"The English law of 1872, for suppression of adulteration of 
foods and drugs, made any 'admixture, fraudulently to increase 
weight or bulk, and not declared to the consumer' an adulter- 
ation, to be punished by a fine and by publication. In' 1875, 
the law was further modified by giving still less importance to 
the question of the hurtful quality of an adulteration. Under 
these laws Great Britain has taken the place of an unquestioned 
leader before the world in legal and scientific measures to 
enable people to obtain pure and honest food. In the two yeara 
of 1875-6, 15,989 samples of foods and drugs were subjected to 
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systematic analysis under the British law, and of these 2,895 
were found adulterated and dealt with by moderate penalties. In 
the single year of 1878, 15,107 analysis were made, and 2,505 
adulterations revealed. Of these 5,068 analyses, and 932 adult- 
erations, were of the articles milk and cream. Under the mild 
and equable operation of this law, there has been, year by year, 
a decrease in the number of adulterations found, in proportion 
to the analyses made. In 1872, the proportion of adulterations 
was 65 per cent.; in 1878, it had fallen to 16.6 per cent. In 
Canada, under a law similar to that of England, the percent- 
age of adulterations found was 50 per cent, in 1877, and 33 per 
cent, in 1878, over 800 analyses being made in the year last 
named." 

As sanitarians, it is plainly our duty to expose false foods, 
whether they are injurious to health or not. And we may do 
this by a general appeal to the public, or we may ask the Leg- 
islature to enact a law, or we may institute systematic analyses 
of suspected articles of food and print the reports with the 
names of offenders on the pages of the daily press. No 
matter what particular means or measures are selected to pre- 
vent wrong-doing, let it be done, and robbery by indirection, 
be prevented. 

Some rights are more important than others, and these are 
worthy of special measures of preservation. In a state of 
health, we are told, the instinct of appetite is but an expres- 
sion of the internal needs of the body. The animal, although 
void of reason, selects its food, and the right of each individual 
to select his, is both legal and natural. To rob him of this by 
adulterating his food, is to sacrifice his confidence as well as his 
money. Thus a blow is struck at the foundation of business, 
and very often health is jeopardized, if not positively injured. 

It is a fact well known to the medical profession, that that 
disease causing a greater number of deaths than any other, 
namely, consumption, has its beginning in defective nutrition. 

But a greater wrong it seems to me is committed, by oblig- 
ing helpless children to partake of foods often known to be 
impure, if not positively unwholesome. How far mental as 
well as physical growth is perverted in this way, I shall not 
undertake to say, nor shall I speculate as to what extent im- 
perfect or unwholesome food, or both, are responsible for the 
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poor-blooded, dwarf-growthed persons, who stalk through our 
streets or lounge about the country. Certainly, quantity and 
qualitity of food has something to do with the physical con- 
dition of this class of persons. 

Counterfeiting in foods has been characterized as an "arf 
and mystery ^^^ in which the knowledge of science and the in- 
genuity of trade are freely exercised. Few articles of com- 
merce are exempt from fraudulent adulterations, and the prac- 
tice of mixing in this country has grown with the competition 
of trade and the absence of wholesome restrictions. 

If adulterations are to be tolerated at all it should be so with 
the full knowledge of consumers. Let every admixture be 
bought and sold under its real name. Let the name, '' Vermont 
Comb Honey" be changed to, ''A Preparation of Glucose and 
Paraffine." To these corrections there can be no valid objection. 

One of the most stupendous substitutions ever accomplished 
is now in the height of its career, in this country. I refer to 
the manufacture of corn-starch sugar, a large quantity of which 
finds its way through the avenues of trade to the tables of con- 
sumers, under the guise of cane sugar. Owing to the limited 
time and means at my disposal, and the importance just at 
this time, of the sugar interest to sanitarians, I shall only, in 
the remainder of this paper, direct attention to sanitary ques- 
tions connected with this subject. 

The solid sugar named grape sugar at the factories, is mostly 
mixed with cane sugar, while the syrups, called glucose, re- 
quire but little cane syrups to fit them for the market. Al- 
though scarcely a dozen years old, the manufacture of syrup 
and sugar from corn starch has in this country reached such 
proportions that on August, 1880, about twenty thousand bush- 
els of corn was consumed daily in its production, and now it 
is safe to state that between thirty-five and forty thousand- 
bushels of corn are consumed by this industry. It is therefore 
perfectly safe to state that the adulterations from this source of 
cane sugar is simply enormous. The chief adulterations are of 
syrups. These find their way on to our tables under the names 
of "Maple Drip," ''Bon Ton," "Upper Ten," "Magnolia," 
" Extra Choice," " White Loaf Drip," and "Golden Drip." One 
of our reliable wholesale grocers told me recently that these 
syrups had by their cheapness and attractive appearance driven 
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tall the others out of market. Since the cost of the manufac- 
Inre of glucose and grape sugar is only about one cent a pound, 
it will readily be seen that the adulteration of cane sugar, which 
to consumers is worth about ten cents a pound, with it, is an 
•exceedingly profitable business. 

It is said that the consumption of sugar annually by the 
people of the United States is more than forty pounds per 
■capituvi, which in round numbers gives us a total yearly consump- 
tion of two billion pounds. Sugar, therefore, is a subject of the 
deepest interest to all. I have therefore chosen, since our 
last meeting, to obtain at the hands of the State Chemist, 
Professor H. W. Wiley, a series of experiments, in order 
to determine the character and extent of the adulterations 
of sugars and syrups. And in order to secure fairness and 
^accuracy, I asked my associates on the State Board of 
Health to go into the public market^ and buy six one-pound 
packages of common table sugar, label and express them to • 
me; also to procure- as many samples of syrup from the same 
quarter, in sealed tin cans, to be sent as were the sugars. The 
syrups, unfortunately, did not arrive in time. I however, pro- 
•cured a few specimens myself, and the annexed table shows 
the results of these investigations, which, before presenting, I 
may indicate the sort of impurities which may be looked for 
in the analysis of a specimen of sugar. 

In the sanitary analysis of sugar, especial attention is to be 
directed to the following: 

'First. The determination of the several amounts of cane, 
invert, and starch sugars present. 

Second. The estimation of the percentage of water ; and 

Third. The quantity of ash or mineral water. 

Pure refined sugar of commerce should possess the following 
properties : 

First. It should be white or only slightly yellow. 
Second. It should contain only cane sugar. 
Third. It should have, at most, 1 to 3 per cent, water. 
Fourth. It should contain only a mere trace of ash. 
The estimation of cane sugar is most conveniently accom- 
plished by the polariscope. It would not be profitable here, to

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enter into a detailed description of the instrument. It will be 
sufficient to state that cane sugar lias characteristic optical 
properties and that its deportment with polarized light, allows, 
of its every detection and determination. Cane sugar is a veg- 
etable product, found in most plants and fruits, but especially 
in the different variety of sugar cane, in the beet and sap of 
the maple. 

Cane sugar is the substance which it is presumed is sold 
when sugar is bought, and the introduction of any other sub- 
stance is therefore an adulteration. 

By invert sugar is meant sugar wiiich is produced from cane 
sugar by heating, treatment with acids and other means. Thi& 
sugar does not crystallize; it is the principle source of the 
molasses made legitimately in the sugar industry. The procesa 
of refining crude sugars consists chiefly in removing invert 
sugar and coloring matter. Invert sugar is naturally present 
in the juice of the sugar cane, the beet and sometimes in the 
sap of the maple, and hence its presence in a specimen of sugar 
would not be evidence of adulteration. Since, however, re- 
fined sugars do not contain this body, its presence denotes a 
certain amount of carelessness in the refining process. In 
syrup and molasses, however, it is always to be looked for, and 
is usually found in about the same proportion as the cane sugar^ 
The presence of starch sugar in a commercial sugar or syrup 
is always evidence of adulteration. 

The quantity of ash a sugar contains is a valuable index of 
its purity, and it would be safe to say that a sugar or syrup cou- 
taining more than one per cent, of ash would hardly be fit for 
the use of children. 
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The toregoing table shows that of the twenty-three speci- 
mens of sugar subjected to examination only one was adulter- 
:ated with starch sugar. It must be remembered, however, that 
nearly all the sugar of commerce adulterated with starch sugar 
is sold to country merchants, and thus it was beyond the range 
of the samples collected by the various members of the State 
Board. 

If it should appear, however, that only three per cent, of all 
the sugar sold in the State is adulterated with amylose (starch 
sugar), it would be sufficient to warrant our careful investiga- 
tion. It must be remembered further, that the adulteration of 
sugar with amylose has been largely limited by the inability of 
the manufacturers to furnish an amylose of sufficient dryness 
to mix well with the sugar. Lately, however, a process has 
been discovered of crystalizing amylose, affording a product 
which in lustre and whiteness rivals the purest cane sugar. 
When the new process is generally introduced there is every 
reason to believe that the percentage of adulterated sugars will 
be largely increased. The apparent presence of the small 
amounts of starch sugar in Nos. 7, 8, 9 and 17, is to be ac- 
<50unted for by the probable presence of some form of invert 
sugar with a slight power of dextro rotation rather than by 
the admixture of any starch sugars in the samples. In these 
ijases the numbers (in column "Per cent, starch sugar") were 
obtained by computation and not by direct observation and, 
therefore, are not to be taken as examples of starch sugar 
adulterated. Only in N"o. 29 have we an example of this, and 
here the percentage of adulteration amounts to 31.81. 

In these sugars also, the percentage ©f ii^ivert sugar is small, 
only in four instances (Nos. 19, 20, 24 and 26) going above one 
per cent. 

As regards the amount of ash, Nos. 18, 19, 24 and 25 show 
per cents, which could be regarded as inimical to health. In 
most of the other cases the quantity of ash is trifling and cer- 
tainly not injurious. The ash itself consists mostly of sulphate 
of lime in starch sugars, and of compounds of sodium and 
potassium in the others. 

Summax'izing the results, therefore, we may say that of the 
twenty-three samples, six (viz.TNos. 19, 20, 24, 25, 26 and 29) 
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show qualities which dem&nd careful consideration from a sani- 
tary point of view. This is truly a result which is somewhat 
surprising. From a financial point of view the percentage 
of water should also receive consideration. 

Nos. 8, 9, 10, 17, 18, 19, 25, 26, 27 and 29 contain, relatively,, 
large proportions of water ; and water at ten cents a pound ta 
consumers is rather an expensive commodity ; for instance, a 
purchaser of one hundred pounds of No. 16 for ten dollars,, 
would get one dollar's worth of water and nine dollars' worth 
of sugar. Surely innocent purchasers should be protected in 
some way against these frauds. 

When we come to examine the syrups we lind a difterent 
state of affairs. In the six samples examined, four (Nos. 11, 
12, 14 and 16) were found to be composed chiefly of glucose, 
indeed it will be found true that a much larger per cent, of 
commercial syrup is thus adulterated. Large dealers con- 
fidently affirm that fully ninety per cent, of the syrups of com- 
merce are made directly from glucose. In syrups Nos. 13 and 15^ 
we find straight sugar syrups, i. e, those which are made from 
the drippings of the sugar house. These syrups contain na 
glucose, but they are so full of other impurities that they are 
certainly prejudicial to health. Such percentages of mineral 
matter as 1.94 and 2.40 are certainly calculated to make the 
sanitarian curious to ascertain how far such goods are sold and 
consumed. It is certainly shown by these analyses, and by 
many others that have been made, that the syrups of com- 
merce, as a rule, are kighly impure and deleterious to the public 
liealth. Is it not the duty of this Board to call the attention 
of the Legislature to this important matter, and to endeavor to 
obtain such legislation as shall best secure the public against 
this wholesale deception? It would be useless to go further 
into the details of the analyses at this time. The figures speak 
for themselves. 

It is claimed, and on good authority, too, that grape and 
corn starch sugars are wholesome when made free from chem- 
icals. If this be true, why sell these sugars and syrups under 
other than their own name? It is to obtain money, and to do- 
that by practicing a deception. The suitability of an article 
for digestion and assimilation must be learned by experience^ 
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and this important experience can not be obtained of foods sold 
under other than their real names. Mixed syrups and sugars 
should be sold as such, and if the people prefer them, they will 
soon find it out and make it known. 

Finally, those who work for reforms should be candid. The 
dangerous etfects of adulterations are often over-rated ; in an- 
other sense, they are under-estimated. But the dangers of 
adulteration are under-rated when it is for a moment supposed 
that any counterfeit food can be tolerated without depraving 
the public taste, and impairing the public safeguards of human 
life. Sturdy vigor and physical independence do not grow out 
of fraud. It has been well said that it is high time that the 
demand for honest food should be heard in terms taking no 
denial. 
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SURFACE GEOLOGY, TOPOGRAPHY AND SANITARY 
SURVEY OF INDIANA.

In 1878, while Secretary of the State Health Commission of 
Indiana, we issued a circular asking reports upon certain sub- 
jects. Among these were : '' The Character of Soil," '' Geologi- 
cal Formations," "Depth of Wells," "Principal Source of 
Water Supply," "Relation of Sickness to Dwelling Site," "Per 
cent, of Preventable Diseases," "What Epidemics had Occur- 
red," "What Diseases were Attributable to 'Filth'," to "Im- 
proper Drainage," etc. The result of such inquiries was briefly 
noticed in an article read before the Indiana State Medical So- 
ciety the same year. 

In 1878 we collected and published certain facts relative to- 
the sanitary conditions of Indi-anapolis, and in August, 1882^ 
we issued a circular and sfent to many physicians of the State, 
some of whom made reports. The inquiries contained in such 
circular related to the prevalence of certain forms of diseases 
and the genera sanitary condition of the State. 

In addition to these sources of information. We have availed 
ourselves, in the preparation of this article, of facts relative ta 
vital statistics collected by the writer as Superintendent of Vital 
and Sanitary Statistics. I am also indebted to published reports 
on Geology for the State by E. T. Cox, A. M., and John Collett^ 
Ph. D., State Geologists, and to reports of the Indiana State 
Board of Agriculture. Valuable information has also been ob- 
tained from John B. Conner and J. T. Campbell, of the "Bu- 
reau of Statistics" of Indiana. 

We do not intend, iij. this article, to enter into minutia, but 
only to state the general well known facts relative to the sub- 
ject spoken of, and in a manner simple as possible, so that all 
can fully understand. 

The State of Indiana has a length of about 230 and an

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average breadth of 150 miles, an area of 33,804 square miles, 
and contains about 21,634,569 acres. It is embraced between 
37° 47' and 41° 46' north latitude, 84° 45' and 87° 30' west 
longitude, from Greenwich. North of 40° its surface is in 
general level and well wooded, with the exception of several 
prairies in the extreme north and northwest ; south it is hilly or 
rolling ; a belt of bluffs or knobs, occupy the counties skirting 
the Ohio, reaching north in spurs to the extent of nearly 
one-fourth the State. Along the river courses are more or less 
extensive alluvial bottom lands. The prairies of the north are of 
those usually designated as rolling, level, swampy and terrace. 
In the northwestern portion, embracing parts of Jasper, Starke 
and Newton counties, are very extensive swamps. The soil is 
in general, in northern parts, sand and clay, and sand predom- 
inating with rich alluvial bottom land along the river courses. 
West, in the vicinity of Vincennes and Terre Haute, upon the 
"Wabash, the terrace prairies are sandy, without much admix- 
ture of clay, with clay bluffs upland. In nearly all cases, how- 
ever, the sub-soil is clay; in a small portion we find rock or 
shale beneath the surface soil. 

In the center of the State, in the vicinity of Indianapolis, 
clay soil predominates, and in all the central and northern por- 
tions; indeed until the vicinity of tne southern knobs is reached, 
the usual heterogeneous admixture of the glacial or drift pre- 
dominating, with patches of alluvial, sandy or clay soil, or a 
mixture of such with gravel, bowlders, pockets of sand and 
vegetable remains. 

In the extreme southern part, along the Ohio river, the 
*^ drift" formation thins out, until it entirely disappears. In 
33rown and adjacent counties, where a ridge of the Ohio 
"knobs" extends, we find the local terminus of the former 
glacial action. Thes^ "knobs" as a partial barrier to gla- 
cial advance, the "drift," however, is found extending down 
the valley, and even slight and scattered traces of such forma- 
tion are found in the northern parts of the counties skirting 
the Ohio. 

The thickness of the "drift" formation in different parts of 
the State varies. At Michigan it is 172 feet, at South Bend 
103 feet, Elkhart 125 feet. Ft. Wayne 88 feet, Indianapolis 80 
to 90 feet, and in Vermillion and adjacent counties 110 to 125 
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feet, with alluvium 10 to 80 feet. In the eastern portion of the 
State we have " drift " from 30 to 40 feet deep, resting upon 
Upper Silurian and Devonian Limestone. In Clay, Green and 
neighboring counties, drift, coal measure, millstone grit ; and 
in Vermillion, Warren, Fountain, Putnam, Monroe, Lawrence 
and Warrick counties the carboniferous limestone predomi- 
nates. In Jefterson and adjacent river counties we find no 
drift, or only a trace, with Devonian and Upper and Lower 
Silurian rock underlying. 

The principal rivers of the State are the Ohio on the southern 
border; White River, with the East and West forks; White- 
water, in the southeastern part; the Wabash, flowing from the 
northeast to the southwest, and turning abruptly near the junc- 
tion of Warren and Vermillion counties to an almost southern 
course, and entering the Ohio at the extreme southwestern 
corner of Indiana; the Maumee, with the St. Mary and St. 
Joseph as headwaters, flows in a northeastern direction toward 
Lake Erie ; and the Kankakee in the north, flowing southwest. 
The ground in all parts of the State has a general tren4 to the 
southwest. 

As has been stated, the " drift" is thickest in St. Joseph and 
Elkhart counties ; the portion of the State of greatest eleva- 
tion above the sea is in Randolph county, as is seen by the 
table of altitudes given below. This table was furnished by 
Hon. Jesse L. Williams, Civil Engineer, Ft. Wayne, Ind. 
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This table shows the average elevation of each one of the 
ninety-two counties, and from which averages the general 
average of Indiana is found to be 737 feet above the ocean. 

TEMPERATURE, RAINFALL, ETC. 

The yearly mean temperature of Ft. Wayne, Allen county, 
is given at from 65° to 68°, the same as Providence, Harrisburg, 
Pittsburgh, Salt Lake and Vancouvers. The isothermal line, 
however, presents but little practical indication of beneficial 
application to agriculture or health. The climate of Indiana 
is one of latitude, the length of the State being north and 
south. There is great diversity of climate, not only as regards 
difterent localities within the State, but during the several sea- 
sons, of the year. The southern half of the State partakes 
more of the humid heat in summer, or the chilling dampness 
in winter, while the North assumes the dryer climate. of Wis- 
consin and Minnesota. 

The directions of the storms, that visit the State are in gen- 
eral from the I^orthwest. Sometimes they strike the State di- 
rectly from the West or Southwest, having swept south from 
British America, through Nebraska, and then deflected east. 

We give a table of the mean and annual quantity of rain and 
melted snow, in inches and hundredths, for fifteen years, from. 
1865 to 1879, inclusive. The observations were made at Indian- 
apolis, and taken from the second annual report of statistics, by 
John Collett, Ph.D. Also a table of annual mean temperature 
taken from the twenty-sixth annual report of the Indiana State 
Board of Agriculture :

It wiJl be seen by the above table that while Indiana enjoys 
really a tropical summer climate, the winter temperature closely 
approaches the arctic standard. This should admonish us to 
place but little confidence in isothermal lines as indications of 
agricultural adaptations. 

The following may be classed as preventable diseases, viz.: 
Small-pox, diptheria, scarlet-fever, chicken-pox, whooping- 
cough, typhoid and typhus fever, erysipelas, puerperal fever, 
croup, cerebro-spinal-meningitis, cholera and dysentary. Al- 
though there may be difterence of opinion as to all these being 
infectious, or contagious, the cause of each is sufficiently well 
understood to make it evident that they can, by proper sanitary 
regulations, be prevented either m^o^o or partially. Tubercular 
consumption, acute affections consequent upon changes of tem- 
perature, veneral diseases, insanity and effects of intoxicants 
might be included in the list. If these forms of disease and 
causes of mortality are in many cases preventable by proper sani- 
tary regulations, we have but to see the importance of preventing 
them to fill us with enthusiasm as regards the proper means to 
be used in such a work. As to our view upon the loss or gaiil 
to the State by means of proper sanitary regulations, we present 
the following : 

♦The scale is Fahrenheit. 
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The actual loss by sickness, in consequence of preventable 
disease, is a loss to the individual who is sick, and to his fam- 
ily and dependents, it is also a loss to the State as compared 
with other States whose sick list, from such cause, is less; also, it 
is an actual loss to the State, in proportion to the amount of 
taxes lost by the State in consequence of failure of such person, 
to pay, or else the State, to make it up, will have to increase 
the amount of taxes of those who are well. All these facts 
hold good with reference to those who die of preventable dis- 
ease each year, and even if we say that to the individual de- 
ceased there is no loss by his death, still, as the loss to his family 
and dependents is increased by each death, the actual loss may 
be counted the same. In each county of ten thousand inhabi- 
tants there is lost in this way about $20,000 per annum. That 
alone makes the subject of health laws and their observance de- 
siraable; but, if we examine, we shall iind that a week's. sigkness 
costs each one thus afflicted a certain sum ; that to himself and 
to the community in general there is an actual loss^besides the 
actual cost. Let us see for a moment. If persons are sick th^y 
can not earn support; rather, they cause expense to one or 
more; they are unproductive consumers, and as health and dis- 
ease are not only absolute, but relative, there is a gradation 
from perfect health to absolute helplessness. 

The following figures, taken frbm a reliable source of statis- 
tics, show the number of deaths in England, and the cost and 
loss to the state and citizens in consequence of such deaths. 
The figures given are for one year: 

Deaths from preventable diseases 25,000 

One-third of these were adults 8,333 

For each death 12 cases of sickness are computed.. 300,000 

One-third adults 100,000 

Each death (adult) is computed at $1,000... $8,383,000 

Each adult sick for six days in the year, losing $2 

per day $1,200,000 

Each of the cases of sickness cost 80 cents per day 

for six days $1,440,000 

Total cost and loss per annum $10,793,000 

Add to this the cost of funerals, etc., and the sum would be 
swelled to about $12,000,000. 
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By a like estimate it will be found that losses would in con- 
sequence of prevalence of preventable diseases in Indiana 
amount to over $2,000,000. 

That is the amount that might be saved to the State of In- 
diana and its citizens each year, and this does not include 
death or disease from epidemics, etc., but is calculated upon the 
rate of mortality trom the usual diseases that are prevalent each 
year. This amount would about build your State House in one 
year, or divided among the several counties of the State, each 
county receiving about $20,000, enough to provide in good style 
for county asylums, or enough to build and equip one or two 
State hospitals that are absolutely demanded for the accommo- 
dation of the sick of tlft State, and as a means of relief to county 
asylums, so that room and accommodation could be given the 
real needy and meritorious poor, who alone should be housed 
at such asylums. 

This amount, you must keep in mind, is a low estimate for 
one year. Let it run three years : We had out of the first year 
built the State House or suitable quarters for the accommo- 
dation of the sick in the whole State, and a balance remains at 
the end of three years of $4,000,000.

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WATER SUPPLY. 



As to "water supply" in the State, there are ample sources 
for a sufficient supply for all purposes, the only trouble has beeja 
that the sources that nature has supplied have not been prop-, 
erly utilized. 

The numerous rivers throughout the State and the beautiful 
lakes scattered over its northern portions, the water that is 
found under every foot of soil, those reservoirs that never fail 
and are within reach of every one, these are the means pro- 
vided for water supply to the citizens. Of course, we have 
also a supply by rain, which if properly collected, in proper 
reservoirs, provided with proper filters, S of itself sufficient, as 
to quantity and quality. But the lakes and rivers in vicinity 
of centres of population are too often polluted by the drainage 
and sewage of such cities. In ju^t such a degree as such 
contaminations exist is the water supply unfitted for consump- 
tion. 

The supply from the underground reservoirs is sought by all, 
but the proper mode of reaching the water that is free from ob- 
jections is recognized by but a few. The mode of water supply 
from such source is nearly always by a well dug to the first 
stream or reservoir of water. This stream lies at variable 
depths from the surface, from fifteen to thirty feet. Away' 
from centers of population these wells are capable of furnishing 
a supply of moderately pure water, not, however, what should 
be, even in such localities, but anywhere, near a dwelling site 
such reservoir is befouled to a degree that wholly unfits it for 
potable^use. Within the drift formation that covers the State, 
except along its extreme southern border, there exists three 
streams of water. The first, as stated above, is found at from 
15 to 30 feet from the surface, resting upon a " hard-pan" or 
"blue clay" strata that is impervious to water; the second 
stream of water is found at from 50 to 60 feet from the surface, 
resting upon a similar " hard-pan," aiid the" third stream at 
from 90 to 100 feet from the surface, this latter resting upon 
the rock that underlies the drift. All these streams are con- 
tained in gravel beds. The bed of gravel that contains the 
first stream of water is of great benefit. It acts as a drain 
to the subsoil, and when the soil is porous and only of moderate 
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thickness such drainage is almost perfect, except as regards the 
variable surface water where the soil is compact clay and of 
^reat depth, as is often the case. Other drainage of the sub- 
soil is needed, so that the air can take the place of the ground 
^water. Wells dug to this first stream are given as the prin- 
cipal source of potable water supply, both in cities and country. 
"When we consider that such wells, with their open mouths and 
rides, are unavoidably the receptacle of foul and poisonous 
surface water from house and barnyard, etc., and that each 
well drains an area, averaging from 200 to 300 feet of adjacent 
soil, besides considering the fact that they enter the *' sewer 
stream" spoken of, we can form an idea of the danger result- 
ant of their use. 

Each such shallow well taps a sewer filled with the drainage 
from the surfaqe,. privy vaults, cesspools, etc. If the people 
would only realize this fact, shallow wells and dug wells of all 
kinds would.be abandoned. But water suitable for culinary 
and drinking purposes may be obtained from the second and 
third streams of water we have mentioned; not, however, by 
digging, for all such channels are but vertical drains, but such 
source can be reached by boring and inserting tubing imper- 
vious to water, thus shutting oft* the surface water, and also the 
water of the first or ''sewerage" stream. Such tubed wells to 
the second or third streams are of universal application, and 
in a majority of cases supply good potable water. 

But there is another source of water supply that we have 
mentioned that can be utilized by every householder, viz., rain 
water. Such water collected in cisterns we often find, but for 
other than potable use. The reason that cistern water is unfit 
for culinary and drinking purposes, as generally found, is be- 
cause it is not properly filtered. It is no doubt often difficult 
to have such perfect arrangements as are needed for proper 
filtration, but not more difficult in case of cisterns than it is in 
case of other sources of water supply. It is proper to give 
some practical directions relative to proper filtering materials. 
The common wood charcoal and sand filters are worse than 
useless. Hard burned "front" brick, burned pottery ware and 
porous stone, are the best materials to be used in connection with 
& cistern; we should recommend hard burned "front" brick. 
"With these a vaulted chamber is formed, resting upon the bot- 
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torn of the cistern. This chamber may be from two to six 
barrels in capacity, the vault to be built in form of an old- 
fashioned bee-hive. The brick are laid in cement, but none is 
applied to the surface. The water flowing into this vault is 
rendered clear and sweet. The pipes from the pump enter this 
filter, the point of entrance made tight by cement. Water will 
continually fill the vaulted chamber, each stroke of the pump 
partially exhausting it will facilitate the flow, so that there is at 
all time^ a suflScient supply within the filter. Since we resorted 
to the expedient mentioned we have had no trouble whatever. 
It is true we never conceived the idea that the brick would ex- 
clude the germs of cholera, typhoid fever, etc., but we would 
rather risk this filter than any other to separate all that can be. 
It is true that while rain water caught in cisterns from roofs of 
houses avoids a number of impurities necessarily associated 
with that obtained from wells or streams near cities, still a cer- 
tain amount of impurities gain access to such cisterns from the 
atmosphere and the washings of the roof. Only a small amount 
of such impurities are of an organic nature, and only a part of 
the organic matter is held in solution, the remainder, except a 
very small per cent, of dissolved mineral matter, is in suspen- 
sion. All held in suspension is separated by the brick filter we 
have described, but the organic matter, though comparatively 
small in amount, that after prolonged maceration is held in so- 
lution, can not thus be separated perfectly. So, as a matter of 
safety, the cistern should be cleaned once a year, at least of 
the material that has gained access to and lies upon the bottom 
of the cistern, outside the filter. 

In principle it would no doubt be better to have all impuri- 
ties, entangled by the water from the roof, separated by filtra- 
tion before going into the cistern, and, indeed, this can be 
done, but in any case we should build the cistern with the filter 
as described, for practically the outside filtration is diflicult of 
application under all circumstances. 

If a portable or fixed filter be used outside of the cistern, 
and it is not so arranged that it is cleansed of the foreign sub- 
stance, it would of course, in a short time be useless, and unless 
such arrangement be automatic, it will seldom answer the ends 
intended, for to rely upon the housemaid to see that the prin- 
ciple is carried out, is as unsatisfactory as to suppose she will re- 
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member to so arrange the "shut oflf" of the down pipe that the 
first dash of water holding the roof- washing would escape into 
the sinks instead of the cistern. If the latter always was 
done, there would be little difficulty in obtaining pure water 
even without filtration, but we know it to be practically impos- 
sible. If a properly constructed outside filter can be attended 
to, we would recommend it in conjunction with the brick one, 
described before, and among all we have examined, we think 
there are two or three that would answer a good purpose, and 
embodying true principles; the only trouble is, as we have inti- 
naated, giving them proper attention. 

We deem cisterns holding collected rain water, filtered as 
mentioned above, as the best means of supply for household 
purposes that can be adopted for universal use, and can imag- 
ine but few possible objections to their adoption. One of these 
is the supposed impossibility, in certain cases, to obtain a suffi- 
ciently large collecting surface to insure an adequate amount 
being caught. It has been estimated that with a rainfall of 
thirty inches and a collecting surface of sixty square feet, a 
supply sufficient for the use of any ordinary family could be ob- 
tained. Of this we are certain, for it is a matter of experi- 
ment." 

This mode of filtration, used in cisterns, is applicable for the 
country or city, it can also be applied better than any other 
to purify water that may be furnished to large cities by water- 
works. 

The following diagrams and descriptions of locations will 
serve to illustrate the nature of the perils that attend the use 
of shallow wells or dug wells of any kind, showing, in fact, that 
while the first stream of water from the surface is a proper 
sewer it is not a proper source for potable water supply, and we 
wish it understood that as depicted here in these examples, it 
exists throughout the State, and that expressly it is true that 
no well dug within one thousand feet of any human habitation 
or outhouse should furnish potable water, and if in the direc- 
tion of the flow of the first stream, three or four times this 
distance is needed for safety. This, in truth, makes the use of 
such wells impracticable for household purposes. 

Diagram "A" is a draft showing position of well referred to 
by Dr. King. 
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Dr. E. W. King writes as follows : 

New Albany, Ind.^ July 18, 1882. 
Dr. T. M. Stevens^ Indianapolis, Ind.: 

Dear Sir — I send you by express to-day a 'bottle of the water 
I wrote you about. It is from a well located on the Ohio river 
bottoms, two miles below town. The bottom land is about one- 
half mile wide, and near the range of hills back from the river. 
The land is lower than nearer the l}ank. The well is about 
four hundred yards from the river bank. Between it and the 
river is the stable and a large manure basin about four feet 
deep ; the ground here is very level; no drain in any direction. 

Tlie high waters in March overflowed the entire bottom, and 
filled the well as much as other places. 

Last August and September two cases of typhqid appeared ir^ 
the family using the water, and both proved fatal. 

Excuse delay in forwarding water; harvest on the part Of the 
farmer and business on my own part. 

I may not be as explicit as I should be, but time forbids me 
going to the farm and giving a more exact description of sur- 
roundings. Yours, etc. 

E. W. King. 
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The water received from Dr. King was examined and found 
highly charged with organic matter. It required no chemical 
analysis however, to inform me that water from such a source 
as depicted by the draft, and described by the letter, was 
wholly unfit to be used for drinking purposes. Like all wells 
taking supply from the first stream of water it should be con- 
demned ; added to this, the most careless observer would be 
convinced, that the well, by each overflow of the river, would 
be filled with the surface washings and filth of the narrow basin. 
The stupidity of those who continue to- use water from such a 
source is to be wondered at. 
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Diagram "B" is a draft showing a locality in a certain por- 
tion of a city in Indiana. There is shown an old bayou filled 
with street scrapings, waste from the yards, old iron, rags, 
leather, etc., and. ofi:al of all kinds. This is especially the 
case to the west of the street. On one lot the water 
supply is by cisterns with filter of hard burned brick as 
described in this article; upon the other lots are wells 
dug through the filling of waste material and enter- 
ing the first stream at about twenty-five feet from the 
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present surface, or ten feet from the ancient bed of the bayou. 
The well for the north house shown, is within the filled bayou, 
and is but the receptacle of the "seep" water from the over- 
lying filth and near-at-hand vault. We do not like to con- 
template the scene. 

There is a rule of the State Board of Health against the fill- 
ing of vacant lots with such material, also a State law expressly 
upon such points, but neither the law, nor yet the rule, has 
been enforced as it should be. The people must be brought to 
see that they cause, by such means, a condition which brings 
with it disease and death, and that no water from such a source 
as shallow wells can be used. 

DISEASES OF DOMESTIC ANIMALS. 

While the condition of the soil, water, climate, etc., of Indi- 
ana, relative to the health of mariy is the direct object of the 
Health organization of the State, it is evident that the hygienic 
condition of domestic animals is to be studied, and as far as 
possible improved. This is made necessary, not only because 
of the direct commercial interest we have in possessing healthy 
stock, but also because use of unhealthy animals as food and 
the contact of man with unhealthy animals, is the direct cause 
of many forms of disease that injures the health or destroys 
the life of men. 

" Statistics show that in Indiana during the twelve months 
ending November, 1880, there died in 457 townships, 328 cattle, 
981 horses and mules, 1,670 sheep and 119,647 hogs."* 

If all townships had reported in the same proportion there 
would have been shown deaths as follows, viz : Of sheep one in 
666J, of hogs one in 26^. . A portion of the deaths of sheep 
were, however, caused by dogs, but all the deaths among hogs 
were reported from cholera. In making this report the com- 
piler sensibly remarks : " The State should provide a competent 
commission to investigate those and similar diseases, and if 
possible discover their cause and cure. If the State would un- 
dertake this work the farmer would be spared the expense of, not 
to say injury, from many bogus remedies." We should add that 
not only should a commission be provided to ascertain the cause

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of, and remedy for, diseases of domestic animals, but provision 
should be made to prevent the sale or use, as food, of any 
diseased animal or its product. Such provision, properly en- 
forced, would not only prevent much sickness, but would assist, 
materially in preventing the spread of disease among the 
animals themselves, and thus assist the health and wealth of 
all concerned. This latter object is one legitimately within the 
province of the several health organizations of the State, and 
in time they will make effective efforts to accomplish the de- 
sired end. 

MALARIA. 

The question of drainage and disposition of night-soil, gar- 
bage, misplaced vegetables and animal offal, and filth in general, 
are intimately associated with the questions appertaining to that 
unseen, and, except in its effects, unknown cause of disease, ma- 
laria. Whether its effects appear as chills and fever of the early 
pioneer, and still appearing in portions of the country newly 
opened to cultivation, or partially exposed to the action of air, 
moisture and sunlight, or in a graver form lately known as 
typho-malarial fever, or in insiduous forms of unknown trouble, 
it is found to steal away the strength of the living, bringing to 
an untimely end the most healthy individual. 

But a great portion of its detrimental results can be avoided 
by the exercise of proper precautions, and not only health but 
Tvealth will be the return for a little care and expense. 

While the surface and subsoil varies in different localities, we 
find as a rule tough Ferruginous, or the whiter "Terrace" clay, 
lying immediately under the "loam," often directly upon the 
surface. When this is the case the locality must bedrained either 
in course of cultivation or by ditching, drains, tiles, etc. Cel- 
lars dug in such soil, unless they reach the underlying gravel- 
bed, are always damp, the water that comes in from the sur- 
face and sides being retained for a long time by the tenacious 
clay. If the cellar does not penetrate the gravel-bed, a "well" 
should be sunk in the bottom of the cellar to reach the gravel, 
and then a drain be provided for the accumulated water. It is 
the want of proper precautions and the omission of the things 
plainly indicated that brin^ much of the sickness upon the 
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citizens of the State, and has given Indiana a name for un- 
healthfulness that has caused thousands of the best class of 
immigrants to avoid its borders. Ignorance with reference ta 
. simple questions in hygiene has been the cause of a great loss to 
the State. 

Each locality, every building site, every farm, must be prop- 
erly attended to; the garbage and night soil either removed 
and destroyed by fire, or mixed with the earth, not left to rot- 
in cellars or on the surface of the ground, and in addition to 
this, the drinking water should especially be guarded and 
not taken from the first gravel bed by means of shallow wells» 
If such were the modes of living and farming we should sooa 
be free from ''malaria." 

The theory that certain forms of disease due to ''malaria "are 
unavoidable has been exploded. Still in nearly all cases of pre- 
ventable disease ignorance or sloth causes them to be unavoid- 
able. 

It is the functions of the Health organizations. State and local,, 
to educate the people so that they may not only see the danger, 
but know and appreciate the remedy. Viewing the general 
surface of the State, we find that nearly every portion of it can 
be properly drained, although a large amount of it lies high 
above the beds of the Wabash and tributaries. It is only nec- 
essary for the State at large to take the same care to drain its 
swamps, as has been seen is necessary for each locality, to fit it 
for the home of the intelligent and careful cultivator and citi- 
zen. There is one point, however, that must be understood: 
it is generally supposed that swamps and marshes are sure 
breeders of malaria. The truth is, that if the marsh is flooded 
with water, it is little more to be feared than the same amount 
of lake surface, and so far as the eftects of malaria are concerned 
it might be left as it is, rather than to have an attempt to drain,, 
that would result only in an imperfect drainage for a longer or 
shorter period. 

The sickness due to the presence of malaria is always increased 
after incomplete drainage. When drainage is complete, so that 
the ground is fully suited for cultivation, and subsoil drainage 
has removed the soil-water, and permitted the entrance of air^ 
then commences agricultural wealth and good health. And 
none need feel secure against attacks of sickness caused by 
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malaria until such swamps are entirely and perfectly drained. 
This fact should be kept in mind in the future work of drain- 
ing the Kankakee and other swamp lands of the State. 

CONCLUDING REMARKS. . 

Although the average rate of mortality, or the number of 
cases ol sickness in the State, is not higher than that of other 
States similarly situated, yet there exists great necessity for 
sanitary work. First, the rate of mortality from preventable 
diseases is high in certain localities. The healthy, those who are 
not affected at first by such diseases, suffer in some way in 
company with those primarily affected, for scarlet fever, diph- 
theria, etc., are often spread over a district, distant from the 
point of origin of the disease. In consequence of imperfect 
sanitary rules, or in consequence of imperfect enforcement of 
such rules, the general conditions of a district may be good, 
while some sanitary defect exists connected with the particular 
dwelling. This may be improper and defective phimbing, 
defective water-closet, bad cellar, improperly arranged cess 
pool, etc. In such localities, the high death rates will be shown 
because of the unsanitary environs; conditions that are often 
overlooked when the district is infected in general as to its san- 
itary condions. House-to-house inspection is the only way to 
arrive at the truth. 

The community as a whole sustains the loss from such undue 
and excessive sickness and death rate, as their prosperity and 
comfort 18 naturally checked. 

We call attention to a few of the sanitary needs of the State. 

First. Better soil drainage of not only the larger tracts of 
Bwamp lands, but every farm and dwelling site, should be made 
compulsory. The State, county, or municipal government 
should assist private owners to have such work accomplished 
in proper manner. 

Second. A better public and private water supply, and 

Third. A better system for the disposal of sewage, garbage 
and night soil. 

We have a law upon the statute book to prevent the pollu- 
tion of streams, etc. The provision of such statute seems to 
cover the matter so well that if it was enforced it would effect- 
a— Bd. Hth. Rt. 
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aally prevent the passage of sewage into any stream. But the 
law is not enforced, nor can it be until proper provisions are 
made by the State or the several local governments for the dis- 
posal of sewage in some way other than any now in vogue, of 
which we have knowledge, in the State.^ 

The proper practical disposal of sewage is a sanitary problem 
that has not yet been solved. There is a mode that is capiible 
of universal application. Each locality, as yet, works upon a 
system of its own. As to night soil, contents of cesspools, etc., 
such, if left within the vault, should be mixed from time to 
time with dry earth. From the time of Moses down, this has 
been the best method of disposal of such material. " Earth to 
earth," and "dust to dust." If the material is removed from 
the vault or receptacle before it is mixed with earth, it can be 
utilized by casting it over the field to be cultivated, and then 
mixing it with the ealrth during cultivation, but to the earth 
it should go.

GENERAL REMARKS AND STATEMENTS. 

The collection, compilation, and tabulation of records of 
births, marriages, diseases and deaths are now made in many 
of the States of the Union, as they have been for a number of 
jears in European countries. The work, as a rule, is being 
prepared on the same general principal. 

Neither can the blanks for returns of statistics be simplified, 
nor the items sought, diminished in number, without departing 
from the general plan now in use in other States and countries. 
In a few years we shall desire* to add to rather than diminish 
the amoant of statistical items. 

We present the following tables only as a synopsis of facts 
that have been collected during the nine months ending Sep- 
tember 31, 1882, relating to marriages, births, diseases and 
deaths. Very important and interesting items still remain, 
which in the future wi11.be tabulated. It has been found im- 
practicable to make fuller tabulations at this time, with the 
limited clerical force of the office, that is now taxed to its ut- 
most capacity.

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By tables 1 and 2 in giving the population of the State, we 
have left off the population of the four counties that made 
no report, viz.: Cass, Porter, Starke and Wells. 

In the total of both births and deaths are included 710 still- 
births. 

BIRTQS. 

The total number of births (including still-births) reported 
for the fiine months, was 25,546. There was one birth to each 
74.76 of population, while the ratio for 1,000 is 13.37. 

As a rule returns of births have been more complete than 
that of deaths. But one county reported more deaths than 
births. This would show that the population was decreasing. 
As a matter of faqt this is not true, but it shows there has been 
-a failure to return all the births that have occurred. This gives 
false data upon which to base deductions. 

In nearly all counties the male births exceed the female. 

MARRIAGES. 

From the 80 counties reporting are returned 9,297 marriages. 
The proportion of births to each marriage in the same 80 coun- 
ties was 257 births to each 100 -marriages. There were 1,657 
marriages returned without parent nativity of groom or bride 
being stated. 

If County Health Boards will turnish each County Clerk 
with blanks, form 3 (marriages) we think that without excep- 
tion such forms will be distributed and tilled by those solemniz- 
ing marriages. It is not necessary for the Clerk to keep a full 
record of facts found in form 3. If those forms are filled and 
returned each month to the County Health Officer for record, 
it is all that will be required. 

In this table the items in columns showing "population to 
^ach person married," is not to be taken as one marriage to 
^ach number of inhabitants stated, but one person' married out 
-of each number as designated. 

DEATHS. 

It is evident from a study of this table that in counties 
where burial permits are not required, the returns of deaths 
^re not full. The real excess of births over deaths is not so 
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great as the table would indicate. In certain counties, viz.r 
Marion, Vanderburg, etc., the deaths appear to be nearly all 
returned. 

The rule has been adopted that in reports of physicians and 
those solemnizing marriages, etc., the nationality of the parties 
should follow that of the parents. For example, if the nation- 
ality of a groom is to be given, the party making returns 
should, if possible, find whether the parents were born in the 
United States or not. If in the United States, the groom 
should be classed as ^'native ;" but if his parents were born in 
other countries than the United States, the groom should be 
classed as "foreign." If both parents w^ere born in the same 
country, then the distinct nationality v should be given as 
French, German, etc. 

It is to be noticed that in blank 5 (birth returns), the nation- 
ality of father and mother is given, and that of the child follows 
the parents, and in all cases nationality is by parent nativity^ 
All who are born in this country are generally termed ''native 
born," but for sanitary purposes they are to be regarded as 
"native" or "foreign," according to the nationality of the 
parents. Care should be taken, however, to give birth-place 
when called for. There were 2,711 birth returns, with parent 
nativity not stated. 

During the second year we think such statistics will be more- 
fuUy collected.

In the above table, in "violent deaths," are included aeci-, 
dents of all kinds, those dying of asphyxia, from excessive use 
of opium, surgical operations, etc., amounting to about thirty- 
. three in number.

KILLED BY CARS. 

There were killed by cars 87 persons. Of these 6 were 
brakemen, 1 a conductor, and 8 employes of the roads in other 
capacities, making a total of fifteen railroad employes killed ; 
of the remaining, 62 — 2 were passengers, leaving 60, or 68.97 

* Three hundred and thirty-one ca.se8 classed as '* unknown/' not included in this 
exhibit. 
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per cent, of the whole number not connected with the railroads. 
Of the 60, nearly the entire number were killed while walking^ 
along the track, or attempting to cross in front of moving 
trains; in addition to the above, two were killed while at- 
tempting to jump from moving trains. If the number of those 
maimed and crippled could be ascertained, this list would be 
largely increased. 

FIRE-ARMS. 

In 8 months 16 persons were accidentally killed by lire-arms. 
While it is not known in all cases, yet there is reason to pre- 
sume that all such deaths were the result of careless use of fire- 
arms. 

The same ratio would find 24 persons thus killed annually. 
This estimate does not include deaths from " toy pistols." 

SUICIDES. 

There were 71 suicides in 8 months, or at the ratio of 96 per 
year,, or 1 to every 20,000 inhabitants..

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There is an opinion held by many that, while sanitary rules 
are needed to be enforced in cities, and for this purpose City 
Boards of Health are needed, or are at least allowable, in the 
country there is no necessity for any such rules or organizations. 
In the country it is held that the air is pure, and the water 
uncontaminated, that the ill effects of over-crowding are not 
known, and that preventable sickness is comparatively un- 
known outside of the crowded cities. 

If we attempt to reason with those holding such views, we 
are met with a general denial, and the advancement of certain 
ideas derived from the poetical view of the case, the "tangled 
wildwood," the " nectar that Jupiter sips," and the " free and 
pure country air," is quoted as proof of the fact that the coun- 
try keeps itself pure, and that such condition is sustained by 
the unaided laws of nature. Man is not called upon, while in 
the country to exert any care as regards his surroundings; to 
be in the country is to be where health abounds, etc. 

Certainly, this view is all wrong. While the curses accom- 
panying over-crowding are found in cities, still, as in other 
cases, such ills have compensating blessings. Men are found in 
such places exerting themselves, and providing means for the 
removal of that which would cause sickness, and finally drive 
them from that location, and in consequence of such care the 
centers of population are often less afilicted with preventable 
forms of disease than are the rural districts, for in the latter, a 
*' trust in Providence" system prev^ails — an apathy born of 
ignorance and sloth, and kept up by false teaching and penu- 
riousness, permits that which destroys to remain, and prevents 
the needed protective influences from being exerted.

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Tabic XI gives by State, and each county, total deaths from 
all causes. The deaths from each of the ten causes in each 
county. Also the per cent, of the mortality from each cause 
of death, to the total mortality in. the several counties. 

All such causes of death are in a great degree preventable* 
A study of the tables will, we think;, show t]iat these prevent- 
able diseases exist in a greater degree injthe rural districts and 
scattered population than in th(j)se cjounties where the popula- 
tion is more concentrated ; wheteas,i with proper attention and 
such care as Boards of Health exert, both by mandatory en- 
forcement of proper rules and educational functions, scarcely 
any deaths should occur in these counties from the causes men- 
tioned. 

In this table there is included in the estimate of total mor^ 
tality from all causes, 710 still-births. The estimated per cent* 
of mortality for the State from the ten specified causes to the 
total mortality is exclusive of Porfer, Cass, Wells and Starke- 
counties, the Health Officers of those counties having made na 
report. 

We find the mortality from those ten causes to be 4,149 — 
nearly one-half of the total deaths in the State, if we exclude 
still-births. This is a bad showing, even if we estimate that 
one-half of such deaths might be JDrevcnted. We also find 
that the death-rate for these ten causes to the total mortality 
in nine counties having the most concentrated population ia 
below 40 per cent., while in twenty-nine counties, altogether^ 
agricultural, with population less concentrated, the death-rate 
exceeds 40 per cent. Such fact ought at once to settle the ques- 
tion as to the need of some means being used in the rural dis- 
tricts to prevent deaths from such preventable causes. If wa 
consider separately each of these ten causes of death, we find 
that in the counties given to agriculture, and where the popu- 
lation is most scattered, the death-rate from nearly all these 
preventable causes exceed that which is found to exist in coun- 
ties with population more concentrated. 

The percent, of deaths from Diphtheria in seven counties of 
scattered population, designated as (a), average G.53 per cent,^ 
in seven counties of concentrated population, designated as (6)^ 
it averaged 1.57 per cent. Deaths ironi whooping cough in 
seven counties (a) averages 3.59, in seven counties (6) 1.41^ 
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Deaths from scarlet fever in seven counties (a) averaged 4.46 
per cent.; in seven counties (6) 1.41 per cent. 

'Deaths from typhoid fever in seven counties (a) 3.20 per 
cent.; in seven counties (i) 3.2U percent. Deaths from spot- 
ted fever ih seven counties (a) average 4.11 percent.; in seven 
counties (b) 1.71. Deaths from pneumonia and bronchitis 
(acute lung affections) in seven counties (a) 25.60 per cent.; in 
seven counties (6) 7.66 per cent. Deaths from consumption in 
seven counties (a) average 17.74 per cent.; in seven counties (b) 
12,21 per cent. Deaths from casualties in seven coiinties (a) 
average 7.09; in seven counties (h) 4.75 per cent. 

If we examine table XIII, that gives deaths by occupation, we 
find that, as reported, about one-half of the deaths from these 
t-en causes occurred among those we must class as farmers. In 
this classification we must place one-half of those returned as 
laborers, housekeepers, housewives, domestics, and those placed 
as not reported. ' 

Out of the 228 deaths from casualties, 80 were classed as 
farmers; of the 840 deaths from pneumonia and bronchitis, 439 
were of the class farmers; of the 340 deaths from typhoid 
fever, 3 69 were farmers. Of deaths by consumption, 334 were 
of the fal'mer class. This cause of death showed its greatest 
eiiect upon the female portion of the population, 810 females 
dyiug, to 531 males. 

In table XII is given the deaths from each of the ten causes, 
by ages, and the total number of deaths from each cause. We 
notice that 404 deaths occurred from these ten causes during 
the first year of life, a greater number than occurred in any 
other year. This preponderance in number is chiefly due to 
an increase of deaths from whooping cough, spinal menin- 
gitis, pneumonia and bronchitis. Dividing the ages into pe- 
riods of ten years, we find the greatest mortality in the first 
period — 1,100; the next greatest number of deaths is between 
the ages of 25 and 30—833. 

No death from whooping cough occurs after the age of 18; 
5 deatlis from scarlet fever, 8 from diphtheria, and 39 from 
small-pox occurred after that age, while 107 deaths from whoop- 
ing cough, 64 from scarlet fever, 153 from diphtheria, and 47 
from small-pox occurred before the age of 18. Of the 480 
deaths from typhoid fever, the majority occurred between the 
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ages of ten and 30; from this cause the deaths of males and 
females are about equal in number. Of deaths from spotted 
fever, there were 239; a majority (135) occurred before the age 
of 10 years. More deaths occurred from consumption than 
from any other of the ten causes (1,341), and next to this, 
pneumonia (1,094). Pneumonia and bronchitis, combined, 
show 1,286 deaths. 

Of bronchitis, a majority of deaths (105) occurred before the 
age of five years. The greatest age at wliich death occurred 
was 107 years. Two returns at this age, one a male, the cause 
of death not being old age, but pneumonia, and one a female, 
death from old age. There have been 102 deaths returned and 
no ages given. Age is an important item in these statistics, 
and should be returned in all cases. Deaths from early old 
age generally have some additional reason for their appearance, 
and care should be taken in returning facts in such cases. 
Deaths of those under five years of age number 21.19 per cent, 
of the whole. 

It can not fail to strike the attention that more deaths occur 
from whooping cough than from scarlet fever. This is thought 
to be rather a harmless disease, at least considered inevitable, 
and the sooner the child has it the better; no care is taken of 
the sufierer, acute disease of the lungs follows, and death is 
often the result. The people need to be educated upon this 
subject, and taught that proper care by parents and nurses will 
prevent a large proportion of deathsT from this cause. 



HEALTH DISTRICTS. 



The Secretary considers that it would add to the usefulness 
of the statistics gathered, to divide the State into health dis- 
tricts. The following table sets forth the population in 1880 of 
the State, and of each of the six districts, into which the State 
has been divided; the total deaths, and deaths from ten special 
causes; also ratio of deaths to each one thousand population- 
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The counties of Porter, Starke, Cass and Wells have not made 
reports, and tiiese counties are not given in this estimate. 

Of the above districts, Nos. 1 and 2 are in the northern part 
of the State, Nos. 3 and 4 are in the central, and Nos. 5 and 6 
in the southern part. The table is given as a sample of what 
is intended to be worked out. With a column showing the 
comparative death rate of the native and foreign elements, 
many deductions of the greategt importance can be made, but 
grouped results must not be expected until after a term of years. 

Under head of "malaria," are grouped cases returned as 
intermittent, remittent, continued, typho-malarial and malarial 
fevers. 

It will be noticed that there is the greatest number of deaths 
returned from malarial diseases in the Third and Fifth districts. 
The greatest per cent, to the total mortality was in the Fourth 
and Fifth districts ; the per cent, in the several districts being 
as follows : 

First district, 2.49; Second district, 3.41; Third district, 3.67 ; 
Fourth district, 4.07; Fifth district, 3.64 ; Sixth district, 3.51. 
For each 1,000 inhabitants, the ratio of deaths from malarial 
diseases in the State was .21 per cent. Per cent, of deaths from 
malarial diseases, to total mortality in —

There is no doubt but that at one time the so-called " mala- 
rial" forms of fever were very prevalent in Indiana. At pres- 
ent it is not found that this is the case. It is generally supposed 
that these forms of fever belong to certain districts, irrespec- 
tive of surface conditions. This is not the case. As the 
country is cleared by improved cultivation, or otherwise, and 
better drained, "malaria" and its effects disappear in direct 
proportion.

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In Table XVIII there is given and used in the estimates in 
<;olumn of "Number of Inhabitants to Each Case" the popula- 
tion of all counties that made reports, on quarterly blanks, 
Form 6, "Diseases Dangerous to Public Health." There were 
nineteen counties that made no reports. It is proposed here- 
after that such returns shall be demanded from all counties that 
€nter the work, and County Health Officers will understand 
that this. is a rule of the State Board of Health. 

In Table XVIII no notice is taken of deaths that do not 
appear in Form 6, but are returned in Form 8, "Death Re- 
turns," so that in studying Table XV, "Ten Causes of Death," 
where deaths from any of these diseases are found returned 
from counties that are omitted in Table XVIII, no confusion 
need occur, as Table XV is compiled from Form 8. 

It will be found that the prevalence of " Diseases Danger- 
ous" in the several counties, as shown in Table XVIII, corrob- 
orates the conclusions drawn from the statistics presented in 
Tables XII and.XV. 

The term, "Diseases Dangerous to Public Health," as here 
used, refers to all diseases that are named on Blank, Form 7. 
One of the rules of the State Board is that all who are afflicted 
with any such disease, or who are directly exposed to the con- 
tagion thereof, shall be isolated until a reasonable time is past. 
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Extract From Law Establishing a State Board of. Health 
in Indiana, Etc. 



/ 

[Approved March 7th, 1881.] 

Section 8. The Trustees of each. town, the Mayor and Com- 
mon Council of each incorporated city, except where a regular 
constituted Board of Health, by ordinance of such city, now 
exists, or may hereafter be created, and Board of County Com- 
missioners of each county, 8ha41 constitute a Board of Health, 
eX'Officio, for each of the several towns, cities and counties, re- 
spectively, of the State, who shall perform such duties respect- 
ively required of them by this Act, without compensation. 
They shall annually, in the month of January of each year, 
complete their organization by the election of a Secretary, who 
shall be a physician. The Secretary of such local Boards of 
Health, and the Secretary of any regular constituted Board of 
Health of any incorporated city, shall be the Health Officer of 
every town, city or county, respectively, for the purposes pro- 
vided in this Act, and shall be allowed such compensation from 
the town, city or county treasury, respectively, as the Board 
electing them may determine : Provided^ That the Secretary of 
each County Board of Health shall render such medical and 
surgical services as may be required by persons conlined in the 
county jail of such county, and such other medical services as 
may be required of him by the Board of County Commis- 
sioners. 

Sec 9. The Board of Health of each county shall act in 
conjunction with the State Board of Health, and it shall be the 
duty of the Secretary of such County Boards, at least once in 
each year, and as often as in^y be deemed necessary by the 
State Board of Health, to report such facts and statistics a& 
may be required under instructions from, and according to 
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forms and blanks furnished by said Board, and the Board of 
Health of each town and city situate in any county of the State^ 
shall act in conjunction with the Board of Health of such 
county, and it shall be the duty of the Secretary of such local 
boards, at least once each quarter, and as often as may be 
^ deemed necessary by the Cpunty Board, to report such facts 
and statistics as may be required under instruction from, and 
according to forms and blanks furnished by, the State Board 
of Health, through such County Boards. And every physician 
in each town, city and county shall be required to report to the 
Secretary of the Board of Health of such town, city or county, 
such facts and statistics as may be required by him under the 
direction of the County Board, or of the State Board through 
such County Board, and such town, city, or county Board shall 
have authority, and it shall be their dilty, in the locality con- 
cerned, under the direction of the State Board of Health, to 
promulgate and enforce such regulations for the preservation 
of public health and the prevention of epidemic and contagious 
diseases as may be deemed advisable by them; and any person 
or persons, or the officers of any corporation, neglecting or re- 
fusing, after having been notified in writing to comply with 
the requirements of such regulations, shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be fined in any 
sum not less than five dollars nor more than twenty-five, and 
each day said failure or refusal shall continue shall, after proper 
notification, constitute a separate oftense. 

Sec. 10. It shall be the duty of all physicians and apeouch- 
eurs ill this State to register their names and postoffice address 
with the Clerk of the Circuit Court of the county in which 
they reside, and all such physicians and accoucheurs shall re- 
port to the Secretary of the Board of Health of the town, city 
or county in which they may occur, and within fifteen days 
thereafter, all births and deaths which may occur under their 
supervision, with a certificate of the cause of death, and such 
<;o-relative facts as may be required in the blank forms fur- 
nished as provided in this Act. When any birth or death shall 
occur with no physician or accoucheur in attendance, then such 
birth or death shall be reported as hereinbefore provided, by the 
householder where or under whose observation such birth or 
death may occur, with the cause of death, if such be known* 
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Any physician, accoucheur or housholder, wilfully or purposely, 
after notice by the Secratary of the local board under whose 
jurisdiction such householder may live, failing or refusing to 
comply with the provisions of this Section, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof, shall be 
fined in any sum not less than five dollars nor more than ten 
dollars: Provided^ That any death coming under the jurisdic- 
tion or supervision of any coroner shall be by him reported to 
the Secretary of the Board of Health of the town, city or 
county in which such death may occur, within fifteen days after 
Buch death comes under his jurisdiction, and such death so re- 
ported shall not be required to be reported by any other person. 

OPINION OF ATTORNEY GENERAL BALDWIN AS TO PORTIONS OF ACT 

ESTABLISHING STATE BOARD OP HEALTH. 

• 

Indianapoplis, November 15, 1881. 
To the Board of Health of the State of Indiana: 

You ask if Section 9 of the Act of March 7th, 1881, estab- 
lishing a State Board of Health, will authorize you " to formu- 
late any means they (you) deem necessary for the preservation 
of public health, and to order the Local Boards to promulgate 
And enforce such rules promulgated by the State Board of 
Health in the same manner and degree as if the Local Boards 
formulated or promulgated them?" Yes, I think you have the 
power, but, with one qualification, viz: That your rules and 
regulations are according to law. You could not, under color 
of regulating public health, order all saloons to be closed and 
^11 their liquor thrown into the streets. This would be clearly 
unconstitutional. I do . not assume you would do any such 
thing, yet it is necessary to make the qualification so as to give 
yoxx a correct answer. 

Second, I think your powers in the premises are more than 
iidvisory. You can make mandatory regulations. 

Third. I think the Act of 1881 requires City Boards ot 
Health now established, if they have not already done so, to 
-elect Secretaries, and that these Boards hold the same relation 
to you as do the County Health Board, with Local Health 
Boards, established by this Act of 1881.

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Extracts from Rules and Regulations of the State Board of 

Health. 



C0NTAGI0U8 DISEASES. 

Rule 19. In order that the guardians of the public health 
may have early warning it is important that every case of con- 
tagious disease be promptly reported to the local Board of 
Health. 

Rule 20. Whenever any householder shall know that any 
person within his family is taken sick with the small-pox, 
scarlet fever, diphtheria or any other disease dangerous to the public 
healthy he shall immediately give notice thereof to the Board of 
Health or the health officer of this Board. 

Rule 21. Whenever any physician shall know that any 
person whom he is called to visit is infected with the small- 
pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria, or any other disease dangerous to the 
public healthy such physician shall immediately give notice thereof 
to the Board of Health, or health officer of this Board, and, 
upon such notice being given, the health officer of this Board 
shall immediately report such case to the Secretary of the State 
Board of Health, together with the locality and full description 
of the case. 

Rule 22. Upon notice being given of cases of small-pox or 
varioloid within the jurisdiction of this Board, some member 
of the Board, or the health physician, shall cause a red cloth or 
flag, not less than twelve inches square, having " small-pox" 
conspicuously printed thereon, to be fastened upon the front 
door or other conspicuous place of each building in which such 
sickness prevails, said cloth or flag to be maintained during^ 
the existence of the disease, and until such time as the health 
physician is satisfied the premises have been properly cleaned, 
disinfected and purified. In cases of scarlatina, diphtheria or 
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rubeola, a yellow flag shall be used in the same manner in which 
red is used in small-pox. If said cloths or flags are removed 
without authority from the health physician, the name of the 
person or the head of the family occupying the premises, 
together with the number of the street, or location, shall be 
published, and the person removing said cloth or flag, or caus- 
ing its removal without authority of the health physician, shall 
be subject to the penalty as provided hereafter. . 

Rule 23. . Every person affected with small-pox or varioloid, 
diphtheria or scarlet fever, shall be isolated as much as possible 
from all other persons, and shall occupy a room in which there 
are no unnecessary articles of furniture, as carpets, cushioned 
chairs, lounges, window curtains, clothing, etc. The rooms 
which have been occupied by such diseased person should, if 
papered have the paper removed entirely from the walls ; the 
walls should be white- washed, the floors scrubbed, the room 
thoroughly fumigated, disinfected and ventilated. 

Rule 24. No person recovering from infectious disease shall 
be permitted to appear on the public streets within the health 
limits of this Board, or on a public highway, or in any public 
place, until all danger from contagion by reason of such dis- 
ease is passed. 

Rule 25. 1. No person, until after they have been suc- 
cessfully vaccinated, shall be admitted into emy public or private 
school or institution of learning within this State either in the 
capacity of teacher or pupil, and all persons admitted therein 
shall present to the principal thereof the certificate of a reputa- 
ble physician as to the fact of their having been successfully 
vaccinated. 

2. It shall be the duty of all unvaccinated persons within 
the State to be successfully vaccinated within sixty (60) days 
from January 1, 1882. And all unvaccinated persons coming 
into this State shall be required to be vaccinated within sixty 
(60) days after coming into the State. 

3. All children born within this State shall be successfully 
vaccinated within twelve (12) months after birth. The vaccin- 
ation shall be with reliable bovine vines. 

Rule 26. Every person dying of infectious disease should 
be thoroughly washed with zinc solution of double strength, 
then be wrapped in a sheet with the zinc solution, placed in 
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as tight a coffin as possible, and buried immediately. N"o public 
funeral shall be held at a house where there is a case of infec- 
tious disease; nor in which a death from such has recently oc- 
curred. 

RuLB 27. The room in which there has been a case of infec- 
tious disease must be thoroughly disinfected immediately^ 
Any diphtheric corpse, or that of any infectious disease, should 
be placed in a hermetically sealed coffin, the body having been 
first wrapped and surrounded with disinfectants, the coffin and 
box having been disinfected by fumes of burning sulphur (twa 
pounds to each one thousand cubic feet of air) after being 
sealed. There is much more danger of moving diphtheria 
corpses in winter than in summer, because diphtheria is a win- 
ter disease, and more easily spread by sore and irritated throat* 
which prevail in cold weather. 



Modification of Rule 33, as Adopted by the State Board of Healthy 

October 18, 1882. 

" All vaccinations must be with non-humanized vims'' But 
no such virus shall be bought, sold or used by physician* 
in vaccinating, except such virus has been taken from the 
original package by the physicians, as obtained from the pro- 
ducer of said virus, and such original package of one point or 
more, or one scab or more, shall be bought and sold in sealed 
envelopes, having upon such envelopes the name of the pro- 
prietor of the farm where the virus is produced, and also the^ 
date when such virus was taken from the cow. 

The only exception to this rule that would be recognized by 
the State Board would be in the event that small-pox was prev- 
alent in epidemic form, and the Health Officer should certify aa 
to the impossibility of obtaining such virus in sufficient quan- 
tity, and also as to the purity of the humanized virus to be used 
in lieu of the bovine virus. 

Provided, that the exclusion of persons from any public or 
private school or institution of learning who have not been 
successfully vaccinated, and also the penalties for failure to- 
vaccinate, as set forth in the various circulars and rules and 
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regulations adopted by the State Board, shall be upon the con- 
dition that the virus required by Circular " D," and also by the 
last paragraph of Rule 33, may be conveniently obtained, and 
that such fact, together with the place where, and persons of 
whom, it may be obtained, be certified to and promulgated by 
the Health Officer, whose duty it is to give notice of the order 
to vaccinate. 

By such, modification it is hoped that impure or imperfect 
virus will be detected, and it will become the interest of those 
who propagate bovine virus to give greater, attention to its 
production, and that physicians will be able to ascertain the 
most reliable sources of supply.

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REPORT ON SUBJECT OF INTEMPERANCE. 



J. M. PARTRIDOE, A, M^ M, D.. 



By an act of the Legislature, approved March 7, 1881, creat- 
ing a State Board of Health, it is made tlie duty of the Board 
to reporjb to the Governor, " Whaty in their best judgment^ is the 
effect of the use of intoxicating liquors as a beverage upon the industry y 
prosperity^ happiness^ health and lives of the citizens of the UtateJ' 

We beg leave, therefore, to submit the following 

Alcohol is the essential property, and the intoxicating qual- 
ity, of all so-called intoxicating liquors ^ and its intoxicating 
properties remain the same in all kinds of liquors, and in all 
mixtures and combinations. In this report, therefore, we use 
the term alcohol as including all intoxicating liquors. 

Alcohol, in its physiological action on the brain and nervous 
system, is essentially a narcotic poison. The degree Or extent 
of paralysis corresponds with the quantity administered, but in 
sufficient quantities it is sure to paralyze the nerves of sensa- 
tion and motion, and finally all nerves of organic life, resulting 
in certain death. 

The primary action of alcohol, in producing its so-called 
stimulating, or, rather, exhilarating eft'ects, is to paralyze the 
nerves which control or regulate action, and, like a machine 
devoid of its balance-wheel, motion or action may be quick- 
ened at the expense of efficiency. 

Under this excitement the inodest and reserved man becomes 
very loquacious, and yet nothing is added to his ability or con- 
versational powers, but he has lost his modesty and sense of 
discretion, and he talks at random, and to his own disgrace. 
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It is claimed 'by the advocates of strong drink that many 
eminent poets, authors and statesmen have been habitual drink- 
ers, and they would have us infer that they were thus eminent 
on account of using alcoholic drinks. 

But reason and observation convince us that the brain of the 
drinking man must be in one of the two abnormal or unhealthy 
states— either .over excited, or, by reaction, correspondingly 
depressed — and by these conditions recurring and continuing, 
the brain must, perhaps gradually, yet certainly^ lose its activ- 
ity and its power. 

We are told that Byron wrote some of his best poems while 
under the influence of gin and water; but there is no evidence 
that Byron, the inebriate, was a greater poet than Byron, if so- 
ber, would have been, for what should have been the begin- 
ning of a brilliant career, was prematurely ended at the age of 
thirty-six, and his biographer, Macauley, says : " Already had 
midnight draughts of ardent spirits began to work the ruin of 
his fine intellect." 

And nearer to our own home and times we find the same sad 
experience in the case of America's brightest genius. Edgar 
Allen Poe, is said to have written his finest poems after becom- 
ing a confirmed drunkard. But if Poe in the intervals of 
debauchery, recalling the black winged ghosts that haunted 
his delirium, could deduce that wonderful poem "The Raven," 
may we not fairly and certainly conclude that habits of sobriety 
would have added years' to his life and volumes to his fame? 

It is claimed that alcoholic drinks add to our physical strengtb 
and vigor. This claim can not be sustained. Experiments 
have been tried where large numbers of men were employed 
by dividing them into gangs and giving alcohol to a part and 
withholding it from others. Also, by giving alcohol to labor- 
ers for a period of time, and then withholding it for the same 
time. In all these experiments the universal testimony is that 
alcohol retards labor, and those laborers accomplish most who 
abstain from strong drink. 

Experiments have also frequently been made with the dyna- 
mometer or "health -lift," and the same may be verified at any 
time. Let a man uninfluenced by alcohol exert his full strength 
on the machine; now let him take his strength-giving dram and 
try again. He will approach the machine feeling and believing 
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th^t he is stronger than before, but he will find by trial that he 
is really weaker, and the more he drinks the less he can lift. 

It has been claimed, and almost univerei^lly believed, that 
alcohol is a powerful heat-generating stimulant. But to the 
surprise of the whole world, the clinical thermometer has 
demonstrated that it possesses no calorifacient power whatever. 
But on the contrary, as soon as a quantity sufficient to produce 
any change whatever has been taken, we find temperature is 
reduced. The friend of strong drink refers with pride to the 
flushed face and rotund form of him who drinks as evidence of 
the health-giving power of his dram. • 

But a critical investigation proves that the flush of which he 
boasts is not the 'flush of health, but an abnormal and un- 
healthy condition, showing that the alcohol has interfered with 
the proper healthy change of the blood in the capillaries, for, 
through its influence, the capillaries are dilated and the arterial 
blood pressed through without having deposited its material 
for building up the tissues or removing eflete material. We 
find, therefore, that this vaunted flush of wine is due to the 
unnatural dilation of the capillaries and to the fact that the 
arterial blood is returned to the veins almost unchanged. 

Again we find that those rotund forms are not indications of 
health. Their systems are poorly nourished and overloaded 
with fatty material, and this result follows because the alcohol 
in the system, being a foreign substance, so occupies the elimin- 
ating power of the same as to permit the unhealthy accumula- 
tion of effete and adipose matter. These men are not strong 
or healthy, and in case of sickness we find them our most en- 
dangered subjects. 

Having thus briefly analyzed and examined what may be 
claimed as good effects, or the best effects, of the use of intox- 
icating liquors as a beverage, we beg leave to report that it is 
our opinion, and in accordance with our best judgment, that 
the aforesaid use of intoxicating liquors as a beverage can pro- 
duce no possible good effects on those who use them. We now 
call your attention to some effects of the aforesaid habit which 
we consider unquestionably evil. In examining its effects on 
the industry of the State, it is our opinion, confirmed by statistics 
from other States, that one in twenty of all the able-bodied 
laborers of the State are made idlers, or rendered non-produc- 
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tive by the use of intoxicating liqtjors, so that one-fifth of our 
productive industry, amounting to over $40,000,000 in our 
State, and about $200,000,000 in the United States, is neutral- 
ized and lost by this habit. 

It is the opinion of Judge Allison, that four-fifths, or eighty 
per cent., of the crime committed in the country is committed 
through the influence of strong drink. The inspector of 
prisons in New York finds that eighty-five per cent, of com- 
mitments are caused by intoxicating liquors. 

In Canada, statistics show that seventy-five per cent, of com- 
mitments result from intoxication. It is our opinion, confirmed 
by the preceding and all available statistics, that at least seventy- 
five per cent, of all the crime committed in the State is a result of 
the use of intoxicating liquors, and it is our opinion that the loss 
of life to the citizens of the State by murder or manslaughter 
and accidents will not vary materially from the above per 
centage as caused by intoxication. 

Statistics show the consumption of ale and beer in the United 
States to have been 15,000,000 barrels in the last year. At five 
cents a drink, and twenty drinks to the gallon, the cost to the 
consumer is $480,000,000. The consumption of whisky the 
last year was 70,000,000 gallons. At seven cents a drink, and 
two drinks to the gill, the cost to consumers is $313,000,000. 
Adding the cost of wines, this nation spends for intoxicating 
liquors over $800,000,000. About one-fortieth of this amount, 
or the enormous sum of $20,000,000, it is estimated is annually 
spent by the citizens of this State. 

As to the revenue to the Government derived from this 
traffic in intoxicating liquors, it is our opinion, confirmed by 
all available statistics, that for every dollar so received the State 
spends at least ten dollars in restraining and prosecuting the 
crime caused by its use. 
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
